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HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF 


PPROXIMATELY two years after the end of the 1914-18 

war the Government of the day awoke to the fact 
that they were making a tremendous mess of the housing 
programme. Houses of the same size as those which in 
1912 had cost around £300 were being tendered for at over 
£1,000. Even this price was only possible after the 1igid 
pruning of specifications, and everyone associated with the 
building industry knew that the ultimate cost of the houses 
would be much higher than the tender price. Contractors 
who had been practically out of business for four years 
welcomed this heyday of activity and loaded themselves up 
with contracts far in excess of their capacity. Many more 
houses were started than there was any possibility of com- 
pleting within reasonable time. The Government had 
promised ‘‘ homes for heroes ” and had placed the responsi- 
bility for providing these homes on the shoulders of the local 
authorities. Local authorities showed willing to the best of 
their limited experience; but the heroes did not get the 
houses. All that happened was that a large uncoordinated 
demand for matetials raised the prices of these materials 
and secured their dispersal over too many sites. The 
Government purchasing department delivered rainwater 
goods before the foundations were in. Falkirk foundries 
were loaded with stores of cast-iron mantel registers and 
interior grates of sizes that would not suit the fire openings 
as designed by the architects. Everywhere there was a 
sense of frustration. 

Meantime the Government realised that costs were piling 
up and that somehow things were not working out according 
to plan. They therefore decided to put the brake on and 
issued an edict to local authorities to hold their hands. The 
chairmen of the housing departments of local authorities 
raised their voices in protest, but the Government were 
adamant. It was not only in housing that they had out- 
run the constable. In almost every direction the Govern- 
ment were spending more than their income. A huge bureau- 
cracy had been built up and was not only eating its head off 
but was tending to ruin the efficiency of the private enterprise 
machine which provides the profits and pays the taxation 
upon which any Government must depend. The decision 
to slow down on house-building was part of a general policy 
of retrenchment, the working out of which was entrusted 
to Sir Eric Geddes, who somewhat ruthlessly set about 
cutting out dead wood and pruning to permit more active 
and economic growth. The policy of the Geddes Axe was 
a harsh policy, but it was dictated by circumstances and at 
least so far as housing was concerned it was justified. Housing 
costs fell from 20s: 24d. per ft. super in 1920 to 9s. 4d. in 
1922—that is to say, by rather more than 50 per cent. 

Not alone are the lessons of these years of futility and 
frustration available; so also are those of the succeeding 
periods during which the Government gradually relieved the 
local authorities of the expensive burden of providing working- 
class houses, and at the same time relieved the national and 
local exchequers of the crippling burden of taxation necessary 
to subsidise the houses so provided. Private enterprise was 
released and encouraged to get back into production and 
fulfil its normal function of providing houses without cost 
to the public purse. The extent to which private enterprise 
responded and the success which attended their efforts are 


all well known; in spite of all early discouragements private 
enterprise built three-quarters of the houses in the. between- 
wars period and did so mostly without subsidy. At. the 
same time the Building Societies movement put itself in the 
position of financing house-building to an unprecedented 
extent. The owners of the three million homes built during 
that period have no cause to regret their purchases which 
are to-day worth at least twice what they paid for them. 

On another page we publish a report of a public meeting 
held at Croydon at which great concern was expressed: by 
the Chairman of the Corporation Housing Committee at 
the present decision of the Government to clamp down on 
new housing except for miners, agricultural workers and 
workers in certain key industries. He concluded by saying 
that the Corporation did not desire to comment on the 
present housing situation but only to bring the facts before 
the public. He did, however, express regret that in recent 
months the Ministry of Health had shown obvious signs of 
requiring lower standards of construction. The position 
as revealed at Croydon is common to the whole country 
and other local authorities have expressed somewhat similar 
concern at the threatened closing-down of their house- 
building activities. 

So here we have the position of 1921. repeating itself. 
Again the local authorities have bitten off more than they 
can chew; again the time-lag between commencement and 
completion of house-building, already too long, is lengthen- 
ing; again costs of construction are soaring; again the 
Ministry of Health are accused by the local authorities of 
lowering standards; and again the Government have found 
it necessary to call a halt. 

Whither does all this lead? Certainly there is ample 
cause for concern—at least by two sections of the community, 
the homeless and the building industry. If it is necessary, 
as the Government have decided it is necessary, that our 
capital expenditure must be cut by 200 million pounds a year, 
and if the Government policy still stands that 48 per cent. 
of this cut must be in building (20 per cent. house-building 
and 28 per cent. other building and repairs) then our house- 
building programme must be cut by about 30,000 houses 
per annum. No new house-building will have to be started 
and it may be necessary to call the workers off those houses 
that are in their early stages of construction in order to 
complete those that are more advanced. This is simple 
arithmetic, but as we have repeatedly pointed out it is false 
economy. It would upset the balance of the building 
industry and there would be no corresponding compensation 
in improved production for export. Indeed, the reverse 
might quite well be true. We cannot build up an export 
drive with outworn tools and badly housed workers. 

But need we accept the Government’s hypothesis that it is 
necessary to make this cut? The Building Societies move- 
ment with assets of over £800 millions can finance ten times 
over all the house-building that the Government desire to 
stop. There is ample demand for houses from people who 
will not require a Government subsidy. The world will 
not come to an end if ali local authority house-building is 
stopped. It is much more likely that-we should see a healthy 
revival of the industry such as occurred in 1922 onwards. 
History is repeating itself.

Embryo Sprawl! 

Tue news that some of the coastal towns 
have started upon ‘the’ building of what 
could be called, for want of a better name, 
“‘ satellite villages,’ will be received by 
architects and all interested in the ethics 
of town and country planning with mixed 
feelings. 

These new ventures can in no way be 
compared with the “‘ new towns ’’ either 
in their scope as housing units or as new 
social centres, for although any move 
towards rehousing the population is 
obviously better than none, this type of 
thing (which sounds very much like the 
much abused pre-war housing estate) could 
be considered to better advantage after 
the devastated portions of the residential 
quarter of the town have been put in 
order. The argument put forward against 
this procedare is that the new scheme has 
not been approved, and that until the time 
it is approved no work can proceed on this 
basis, that only work outside the city 
boundary car be carried out. All this 
quixoticism on the part of city councils 
and the Government in general is rapidly 
making the revision of- all the much 
advertised town planning edicts very 
necessary. ‘‘ Sprawl,’ that betweenu-wars 
terror, is coming back to us in a modified 
version at the moment, but an estate built, 
say, eight miles outside an important 
. town, and relying mainly upon thai town 
for employment and supply in general, 
will by the nature of its economic liveli- 
hood tend to develop towards that town, 
and theoretical town and country planning 
laws will in some way be got past ‘o 
achieve this link-up. In this way, many 
provincial towns will be on the way to 
develop in just the same way as J.ondon 
has developed in. the last 30 years. 

The remedy is to rebuild the residential 
portions of the towns first, when labour 
and material are again available. Judg- 
ing by the advertisements for archi- 
tects on councils in the technical Press 
over the last year or two, the staffs to-~ 
carry out the work are there. Re- 
habilitation of towns should take first 
place. This need in no way interfere with 
the sometimes rather grandiose plans for 
rebuilding the more “ civic ’’ portions of 
the cities, but the housing of ‘the people 
must take precedence, and it is logical to 
do this within as reasonable a distance of 
the heart of the city as possible. For 
unless localised industry is being contem- 
plated, the tedious journey to and from 
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places of work will be only one of the 
factors that will go to prove that these 
new ventures in satellite planning are 
merely a rehash of the old, much abhorred 
‘‘ housing estates.” 


More Warmth in Houses. 

THost who heard Dr. F. M. Lea, 
O.B.E., Director of Building Research, 
D.S.I.R., give details (see page 353) of 
the Department’s experiments in the 
efficient heating of houses were impressed 
by the obvious care and forethought which 
attended the preparations for the experi- 
ments. 

Seated 1m a spacious, dignified room of 
the Treasury ir Whitehall a small gather- 
ing of Press representatives learned from 
Dr. Lea how initial preparations were be- 
gun as far back as 1944; how meteoro- 
logical stations have been set up on a site 
adjoining the houses so that first-hand in- 
formation about the weather would be 
available; how every ounce of fuel issued 
to tenants of the houses included in the 
experiment is weighed and recorded as a 
major basis for calculations made and 
conclusions eventually to be drawn. 

‘Juestions were numerous and pointed. 
Would the tenants of these houses still 


get fuel so that the experiments could 
continue even if there was a repetition of 
iast winter's fuel erisis-and other people 
had to go short? 


What about electricity 








are seen on the steps of St. Paul’s. 
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cuts, how would they affect the experi- 
ments? To these questions Dr. Lea replied 
that he had no doubt tiat all sorts of 
difficulties such as these would have to be 
overcome and, moreover, were expected, 
but every effort would be made to continue 
the work, taking into consideration the 
prevailing conditions in the country. 


Orientation and Sunlight. 

To another question regarding the 
effect sunlight and orientation would 
have on the experimental houses the 
answer came pat: ‘‘ The 20 houses are 
fitted with 19 different types of fuel 
appliances. One type of appliance is 
duplicated in the 20th house which is 
differently orientated from the others. By 
comparing the results of this house with 
the rest we shall get all the information 
we need about the effects of sunlight and 
varying orientation.”’ 

Tenants selected to occupy the experi- 
mental houses will have adequate tuition 
in the best methods of using their apph- 
ances, but it will be important that they 
carry on their daily lives in the normal 
way and disregard any tendency towards 
competitive fuel economy. 

The importance of the experiments to 
the nation as a whole is beyond question, 
as the figures on page 353 will show; and 
if the commonsense care and realism with 
which they are being approached. be any 
criterion they will be an unqualified 
success. 


Planning Ministry Appointments. 

THe Minister of Town and Country 
Planning, Mr. Lewis Silkin, M.P., has 
appointed Mr. 8. L. G. Beaufoy, C.B.E., 
F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I., to be Director of 
Technical Services in his Department. 
Since 1942 Mr. Beaufoy has held admin- 
istrative appointments in the former Min- 
istry of Works and Planning and in the 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning, 
and has been specially concerned with the 
County of London and Greater London 
Plans. In his new appointment he will be 
responsible for the direction and co-ordin- 
ation of the technical work of the Minis- 
try, ineluding the survey and research 
work as well as the technical planning. 

Fhe Minister also announces that Pro- 
fessor W. G. Holford, M.A., A.R.IB.A., 
M.T.P.1., will act in an advisory capacity 
to the Ministry as Planning Consultant as 
soon as preparation of plans for the recon- 
struction of the City of London has been 
substantially completed. Professor Hol- 
ford will also shortly take up his appoint- 
ment to the University Chair of Town 
Planning tenable at University College, 
London. 


Mr. Towndrow’s Australian Appointment. 

Mr. FREDERIC E. TownpDRow, 
F.R.1.B.A., has been appointed lecturer in 
charge of the Department of Architecture 
and Building at Sydney Technical College, 
New South Wales.

Tue STATE OF ARCHITECTURE IN IRELAND.

Excellency the Viceroy to that effect. A 
deputation of the body, headed by Sir 
Richard Morrison, presented it last week ; 
and His Excellency, in reply, said : ‘‘ It is 
not for me, gentlemen, to analyse the 
causes which may have led to the state of 
things .of which you naturally complain, 
however strange it must appear to us that 
architecture should not be duly esteemed’ 
in Dublin, one of the most picturesque 
cities in Her Majesty’s dominions, and 
adorned as it is by so many noble public 
edifices, and in a country where such mag- ° 
nificent mansions exist. . . . But if happier 
days, as I venture to hope, are in store for 
Ireland, they must bring with them that 
encouragement of art and science which 
always marks a nation’s progress... .~”’

Proposed Memorial to Missing Naval 

Auxiliary Personnel. 

Tue Imperial War Graves Commission 
invite architects who are ex-serving mem- 
bers of His Majesty’s Forces to submit 
designs in competition for the Memorial 
to the Missing Naval Auxiliary Personnel 
of the Second World War which they 
propose to erect on a site on the prom- 
enade at Liverpool. ‘The Commission 
have appointed Mr. Edward Maufe, 
A.R.A., F.R.LB.A., 139, Old Church- 
street, London, 8.W.3, to act for them in 
this competition as assessor. 

The premiums offered are £100, £60 and 
£30. It is the intention of the Commis- 
sion to entrust the author of the design 
placed first by the assessor with the 
carrying-out of the work. 

Any questions relating to the competi- 
tion are to be addressed to the Secretary, 
Imperial War Graves Commission, 32, 
Grosvenor-gardens, §.W.1, from whom 
conditions, etc., are obtainable, to arrive 
not later than October 24, 1947. The de- 
posit is £2. 

The, remuneration of the successful 
competitor will be at the rate of £5 per 
cent. of the amount. On the amount of 
any tender for reproducing the names 
and other particulars of the missing, the 
remuneration shall be at the rate of £24 
per cent., in lieu of £5 per cent. 

The eost of the Memorial, including 
foundations, sculpture and the provision 
of names, successful competitor’s fees and 
contingencies is not to exceed £5,000. 

The proposed Memorial is intended as 
a permanent commemoration of the Naval 
Auxiliary Personnel who were posted 
‘‘ missing ’® during the Second World 
War. The character of the design and 
the materials to be used are left to the 
discretion of the competitor, but it is 
emphasised that the Memorial must be 
worthy of its inspiring purpose and that 
the materials used shall not involve up- 
keep expenses, It is an essential of the 
design that space shall be provided for 
the recording of the names of the missing 
which are to be taken as numbering 1,200.

‘hese names will be followed by initials 
only and grouped alphabetically under 
ranks and ratings. The arrangement and 
method of recording them is left to the 
competitor’s. decision, but as a guide to 
the sizes required, allowance must be 
made as follows :—(a) for raised lettering 
on bronze panels an area of 110 square 
feet; (b) for lettering incised in stone an 
area of 200 square feet. 

The site for the Memorial is shown 
hatched and marked ‘A’ on_ the 
accompanying plan. It is on the edge of 
the promenade at Liverpool and overlooks 
the River Mersey. The N.F.S. station 
and canteen shown on the plan are to be 
removed and the area around and behind 
the Memorial is to be developed as a pub- 
lic garden by the Corporation of Liver- 
pool, Competitors are required to submit 
designs for the layout of this area (which 
is dotted and marked ‘‘B”’ on plan) to 
harmonise with their designs for the 
Memorial itself. 
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CITY OF LONDON PLAN 


REBUILDING PROPOSALS A “ RELIABLE 
FRAMEWORK ” 

Tue Minister of Town and Country Plan- 
ning, Mr. Lewis Silkin, M.P., has informed 
the City of London authorities that he is 
satisfied that the reconstruction plan for 
the City is sound. 

The Minister points out that his. com- 
ments are without prejudice to any views 
which the London County Council may. ex- 
press. They were preliminary comments 
and discussion would have to take place 
before the plan was implemented. He was 
satisfied that the plan would prove a reli- 
able framework for the more detailed plan 
which would follow. 

‘t I fully recognise,’’ the letter continues, 
‘the contribution which the reconstruc- 
tion of the City must make to the national 
well-being, and I share the anxiety of the 
Corporation to secure as quickly as possible 
the provision of additional accommodation 
in the City.” 

Among the many proposals made not 
only for the purpose of securing adequate 
traffic circulation but for the preservation 
of the many architectural and historical 
glories of the City, the proposal for preser- 
ving the magnificent view of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral from the south-east was noted 
with particular approval by the Minister. 
Proposals for ‘‘ precincts’’ were also 
approved, and the Minister was in entire 
agreement with the plan for opening up a 
view of the City wall, and proposals relat- 
ing to Tower Hill and for additional open 
spaces adjoining the Tower. 


More Open Spaces. 

He noticed that the plan proposed to 
make additions to the area of public open 
spaces in the City, and he suggested that 
consideration should be given to increasing 
these still further. He regarded the pro- 
vision of smal! open spaces suitable for mid- 
day use by office workers as of the highest 
importance. Consideration might be given 
to the temporary use of bombed sites for 
that purpose, pending the acquisition of 
permanent spaces. 

The Minister agreed that sites should be 
preserved for mors restaurants and cafés. 
He had considered the preposals affecting 
schools with the Minister of Education and 
recommendations might have to be made 
to meet the requirements of further educa- 
tion arising from the part-time release of 
young persons who required specialised 
courses, but who could not be accommo- 
dated near their homes.

ARRANGEMENTS have now been compicted 
for the ‘‘ Scotland To-morrow” Planning 
Congress, to be held in Edinburgh from 
October 3-6. Scottish, English and Dutch 
planners of international reputation have 
accepted invitations to address the 300.

6.—THE MEDITERRANEAN 


By MARTIN S. BRIGGS, F.R.1.B.A. 


[HE three colonies with which this 

article is concerned—Cyprus, Malta 
and Gibraltar—have only. one thing in 
common, that all are situated in the 
Mediterranean. In the preceding article 
[ said of some 19th-century buildings in 
Cairo that they were ‘‘ Mediterranean ’’ in 
character rather than ‘‘ Arab ’’—i.e., 
South European rather than Oriental— 
but perhaps that was a rash statement. 
In so far as there is any common de- 
nominator in Mediterranean architecture, 
it is Roman, not Gothic, in spite of 
medigval churches in Italian and Sicilian 
coast towns, in Cyprus and in Rhodes; 
not Arab, in spite of mosques along the 
whole coast of North Africa and Syria. 
It has low-pitched or flat roofs, pantiles, 
round arches, occasional domes and cam- 
panili; and everywhere the ubiquitous 
Roman Orders in their Renaissance forms. 
But the Mediterranean was always the 
céntre of the ancient, civilised world; and 
long before the Romans came there were 
Egyptians—in Cyprus as well as in Egypt 
iteeli—Greeks and Pheenicians trading 
the whole length of the Middle Sea. After 
the Romans came Arabs, then Crusaders, 
then the knightly Orders in Palestine, 
Rhodes, Cyprus and Malta; finally, 
British, French and Italians. All these 
nations left, their mark on the various 
lands they conquered. 

Cyprus, largest of the three colonies, 
was occupied by us in 1878 as a condition 
of British support of Turkey against Rus- 
sian expansion, though nominally remain- 
ing under Turkish suzerainty; but be- 
came a Crown Colony in 1914, and was 
annexed because Turkey entered the first 
world war as our enemy. Going back to 
the remete past, we find that it was suc- 
cessivély conquered or colonised by 
Egyptians, Assyrians, Greeks, Persians 
and Phoenicians, then, in 58 B.c., by the 
Romans, who held it for 400 years. Next, 
is was transferred to the Byzantine 
Empire, of which it formed part until

A.D. 1184, though subject to frequent Arab 
raids and temporary occupations during 
the 7th-10th centuries... It contains im- 
portant and extensive’ remains of these 
early periods, as yet not fully explored or 
recorded, but they call for no comment 
here. 

The architectural tradition of Cyprus, 
so far as we are concerned, begins in 1184, 
when Isaac Comnenus, a member of the 
Byzantine royal house, founded an inde- 
pendent kingdom of Cyprus, but in 1191 
Richard Coeur-de-Lion captured it with 
his Crusaders, and then for a few months 
it was actually English. Even at that 
date it contained some immensely strong 
castles, perched aloft on high mountain 
peaks, but their exact age is uncertain; 
they were altered again and again, and 
they are now in ruins. The finest 
examples are the castles of Kantara (an 
Arabic name), Kyrenia, St. Hilarion and 
Buffavento. Richard did not hold Cyprus 
long but sold it to the Order of Knights 
Templar, and they in turn resold it within 
two years to the French Crusader Guy of 
Lusignan, who had just been dethroned 
from his Kingdom of Jerusalem and was 
therefore a ‘‘displaced person.” His 
name is important to us because he 
founded a dynasty of kings of Cyprus 
which held the island against all comers 
for nearly three centuries, and erected its 
finest buildings. 

These are mostly Gothic churches, for 
the Lusignan family encouraged the Latin 
or Roman Church as opposed to the 
Orthodox or Greek Church which flour- 
ished. in the Byzantine Empire; so the 
newly invented Gothic architecture of 
France was introduced into Cyprus. Dur- 
ing the prosperous Lusignan period be- 
tween 1192 and 1489 many churches were 
erected, especially in the two towns of 
Nicosia and Famagusta, both of which 
still retain their massive fortifications. 
The west front of the fine cathedral of 
Famagusta (Fig. 1), begun c. 1300 and now 
used as a mosque, is a splendid example 
of French Gothic architecture. Ex- 
ternally, it has been disfigured by the 
addition of a small Turkish minaret on 
one of its towers and by clumsy flying 
buttresses. Internally, it has been stripped 
of all its medieval trappings, tombs and 
glass. The columns of the nave are 
cylindrical, recalling the Gothic churches 
of Belgium and North Italy rather than 
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France. It has three apses instead of the 
chevet that one would expect. Famagusta, 
an old walled seaport which covers about 
one square mile, with walls as much as 


50 ft. high and immensely thick, still con-* 


tains about a dozen smaller ruined churches 
out of a formerly much larger number. 
In the 14th century it was certainly one 
of the richest and most important cities 
in the Levant, but now it is inhabited by 
a mere handful. of people, mainly Turks, 
the majority of the population, which 
totals about 16,000, living in the modern 
suburb of Vardsha. 

The inland capital, Nicosia (population 
c. 45,000), has a remarkable Italian enceinte 
almost exactly a mile in diameter and 
circular in plan, with 11 bastions regularly 
disposed around the perimeter. Here, 
too, are a great number of Gothic churches, 
the most important being the former 
cathedral of St. Sophia, begun in the 13th 
century and consecrated 1326, but now 
converted, like the cathedral of Famagusta, 
into a Turkish mosque. It is built in the 
purest French early-Gothic style,-and has 
a fine west front not unlike that of Fama- 
gusta, but its eastern termination takes 
the form of a chevet. Internally, its 
architecture and its present condition is 
similar to the Famagusta example. Both 
cathedrals have probably escaped destruc- 
tion or decay by their conversion into 
mosques, and are now carefully tended. 

The preservation of historical monu- 
ments is mentioned later in the article; 
here it may be noted that the precious 
remnants of the Gothic royal palace of 
the Lusignans were regrettably demolished 
early in the 20th century (and this under 
British rule!). One more Gothic building 
must be mentioned, the ruined Premon- 
stratensian abbey of Bella Paise near 
Kyrenia, said to have been erected in the 
second quarter of the 14th century. Here, 
among other attractive features, is a won-

derful and almost intact refectory, 90 ft. 
by 32 ft., vaulted in stone, and with a fine 
carved wall-pulpit. Medieval Cyprus 
contained many other monasteries of 
various Orders. 

The Lusignan period ended in 1489 
when the Venetians, who were constantly 
at war with the Turks, occupied Cyprus 
for strategic reasons and greatly strength- 
ened the fortifications of Nicosia and 
Famagusta. The former, already men- 
tioned, are mainly Venetian, the medieval 
town having been much larger. At Fama- 
gusta, the Lion of St. Mark is sculptured 
on a doorway adjoining the so-called 
‘* Othello’s Tower,’’ the reputed scene of 


the murder of Desdemona by Othello, 
‘*the Moor of Venice.’’ Within this part 
of the walls is the noble refectory of the 
Citadel. These fortifications were barely 
completed when, in 1571, the island was 
captured by the Turks, after a terrific 
siege in which indescribable cruelties were 
inflicted on the Cypriots and tremendous 
damage done to the medieval architecture. 
Cyprus then settled down to three cen- 
turies of sleepy Turkish rule (1571-1878), 
and during that long period the compara- 
tively unimportant buildings that were 
erected bore the usual Turkish character- 
istics. Thus the mosques had “ pencil ”’ 
minarets and flattish domes, the design

and decoration were somewhat crude, and 
the construction decidedly rustic—e.g., in 
the Tekke (convent) of Umm Haram near 
Larnaka. 

The period of British occupation did 
not poll. ae any startling architectural re- 
vival, either in the form of erecting new 
buildings or in rescuing of ancient monu- 
ments from decay. Uncertainty as to the 
duration of British rule tended to encour- 
age parsimony. Thus the Governor’s 
House or Residency provided in 1878 was 
a sectional wooden hut which had been 
intended for use by troops in Ceylon, but 
as it was found “‘ surplus to requirements ”’ 
on the outward journey it was transhipped 
from Port Said to Cyprus and adapted to 
its new purpose. With the addition of a 
verandah or gallery of stone in a more 
dignified style by a later Governor, it 
stood until 1931, when it was burned down 
by a Nationalist mob. It has since been 
replaced by a more worthy building de- 
signed by the late Maurice Webb (see 
Fig. 2). The hospital at Limasscl, 1923 
(see Fig. 3), is a typical example of 
“‘ Safety First’”’ in architectural design. 
So far as there are any definite architec- 
tural traditions in Cyprus, they are French 
Gothic of the 13th and 14th centuries and 
rustic Turkish of the i6th and 19th; 
neither of these is appropriate to the pre- 
sent day or symbolical of Britain, and the 
two modern buildings illustrated are better 
suited to the Mediterranean landscape. 
As for ancient monuments, Sir Ronald 
Storrs (whose splendid work at Jerusalem 
fitted him for similar problems in Cyprus 
when he became Governor in 1926) writes 
in his book Orientations that the extreme 
poverty of the island and the smallness of 
its tourist traffic prevent any comprehen- 
sive measures for restoration, but grate- 
fully records the devoted labour, over 
many years, of George Jeffery and Rupert 
Gunnis. 

Although Malta, British since 1800, has 
a distinctive architectural tradition very 
different from that of Cyprus, certain 
phases and episodes of its history are 
similar. Thus Cyprus was ruled for three 
centuries by the dynasty of a French 
crusader, Malta for nearly four centuries 
by a knightly Order—the Knights of St. 
John. Perhaps the most important thing 
to us in the history of Malta is that, while 
the chief surviving buildings (excludin, 
prehistoric megaliths and tombs) are o 
the Italian Renaissance and baroque styles 
of the 16th-18th centuries—very like con- 
temporary work in Sicily and Southern 
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Italy—they were mainly designed by native 
architects, in particular by one Cossar ; and 
that, in spite of its as re position, 
in spite of all that Mussolini said about 
** Mare Nostrum,”’ Malta is not and never 
has been Italian in origin, language or cul- 
ture. Its language is derived, in fact, from 
the Phoenician. The Pheenicians arrived 
in the islands about 3,000 years ago, but 
the curious megalithic temples of Malta 
are thousands of years older than that; 
we may ignore them here, together with 
the remains of Roman rule from 218 B.c. 
to a.D. 395. Malta then formed part of 
the East Roman or Byzantine Empire until 
the Arabs captured it in a.p. 870, leaving 
their mark on its culture but nothing im- 
portant in the way of architecture. 


For us, the story begins with the defeat 
and expulsion of the Arabs or ‘‘ Saracens ”’ 
in 1091 by Roger the Norman, who united 
it with his new Kingdom of Sicily. The 
Normans left many fine churches round the 
Mediterranean, in Southern Italy and 


Sicily, but in Malta there are only a few 
fragments, mostly in a museum. 


The two

chief centres of population in Malta dur- 
ing the Middle Ages were the inland town 
and old capital now variously called Citta 
Vecchia (‘‘ old town ”’ in Italian) or Rabat 
or Notabile or Medina (‘‘ town” in 
Arabic), and a village called Vittoriosa, 
which afterwards became a suburb of the 
much later city of Valletta, now the capi- 
tal. Citta Vecchia stands picturesquely on 
a hill about 7 miles from Valletta, and 
was strongly fortified. Internally, its lay- 
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out remains medieval and it contains some 
Gothic houses with pointed arches over 
doors and windows, and carved detail re- 
sembling contemporary work in Sicily and 
Spain. In both those countries, as in 
Malta, Gothic architecture was influenced 
by Arab or “ Saracenic ”’ tradition, ~but 
on the whole surviving examples in Malta 
are small and unimportant. The fine 
Sicilian-Gothic cathedral at Citta Vecchia 
was destroyed by an earthquake in 1683, 
and was then replaced ‘by a striking 
baroque building. The Inquisitor’s Palace 
at Vittoriosa contains some medieval 
work; otherwise Gothic architecture in 
Malta is limited to a few fragments. 


The really significant history of Maltese 
architecture begins in 1530, when the 
Emperor Charles V, to whom it had 
descended, presented it to the Knights of 
St. John, who immediately took in hand 
the strengthening of its fortifications and 
the erection of many fine buildings. This 
famous Order had been founded centuries 
earlier at Jerusalem in the time of the 
Crusaders, and their headquarters had 
then been located successively in Acre, 
Cyprus and Rhodes, After more than two 
centuries in Rhodes, which thus became the 
architectural treasure it is to-day (thanks 
partly to judicious modern Italian restora- 
tion), they were driven out by the Turks 
in 1523 after a terrific siege and so were 
homeless, just as the Lusignans of Cyprus 
had been, so Charles tock ples on them 
and found them new quarters in Malta. 
Their mission in life was to fight the 
infidels, and Charles did a wise thing in 
planting them in Malta across the throat 
of the Mediterranean, for the Turks were 
to become a grim threat to all the peoples 
inhabitating its shores. The splendid 
natural harbour which we now called Val- 
letta, biting deeply into the rocky island 
in seven or eight *bays or creeks, already 
had some inhabitants and some fortifica- 
tions along its banks; but now the work 
was taken in hand seriously and was ready 
in time for the long-expected mass attack 
by the Turks, which took place in 1565. 


Even to-day, and even in spite of all 
the bombing in the recent war, the enor- 
mous strength of Valletta is obvious. The 
illustration here reproduced (Fig. 4) gives 
an idea of the picturesqueness as well as 
the strength of the harbour. The prevailing 
tint is yellow limestone, glaring in the 
sun; and there are very few trees on the

islands. The new city, laid out immediatel 
after the repulse of the Turks on a grid- 
iron plan, was finished in 1571. Its name 
is derived from that of the Grand Master. 
John de la Vallette, who had vanquished 
the Turks. The designer of the fortifica- 
tions was a Tuscan engineer named 
Laparelli, assisted by a Maltese engineer 
and architect, Girolamo Cossar, who is 
known to have studied ‘‘abroad’”’ (i.e., 
in Italy), and designed all the numerous 
churches and official buildings in the new 
town, a considerable undertaking. More 
than two centuries earlier, the Order had 
been divided into seven (afterwards eight) 
national groups or “‘ languages ’’ (langues 
an French), and each /angue had its own 
auberge, a sort of hostel or headquarters 
or officers’ mess. In‘ Valletta there are 
(or were at one time) eight of these hostels. 
call apparently designed by Cossar ; but one 
was demolished in the 19th century, and all 
or most of them have since been adapted 
ito other purposes, since the Order was 
weplaced by the British Government. They 
suffered heavily from bombing in the recent 
war. ; 

The best known and most imposing of 
the auberges is the Auberge de Castile 
(see Fig. 5), but it was so completely 
altered externally in 1744, in the late- 
baroque style of that period, that one can- 
not judge from it what Cossar’s work was 
like. On its roof, over the grand staircase, 
our Navy erected a permanent stone signal 
tower, which was duly and quite legiti- 
mately hit by a heavy bomb during the 
war, with serious internal damage as a 
result. In a rather scathing paragraph in 
the official report on war damage in Malta 
it is stated that the restoration of this 
fine palace is being carried out by the 
R.E. without architectural advice, though 
this was later repudiated in a letter in 
The Builder (October 4, 1946) from Mr. 
Arthur F. Cooper, A.R.I.B.A., who in per- 
son prepared the scheme which received the 
approval of Mr. Hubert Worthington, 
A.R.A., representing the Royal Fine Art 
Commission. The Palace of the Grand 
Masters, begun by Cossar in 1573 or 1574, 
was to have been an enormous building, but 
was only completed in part. Its chief 
internal feature was a noble marble stair- 
case, seriously damaged by bombs, which 
wrecked most of Cossar’s work, but the 
Grand Council Chamber seems to have 
escaped. 3 

The large conventual church of St. John 
at Valletta, commonly called the Cathe- 
dral, was built by Cossar in 1573-78. Im- 
posing as it is, the architectural features 
are smothered in a profusion of costly 
marbles, gilding, tombs, colour and orna- 


ment. The first parish-churches in Malta, 
eight in all, were founded in 1436. Be- 
tween that date and the British arrival in 
1800, the number increased to hundreds. 
Most of them are in a florid, bold, distinc- 
tive and attractive baroque style. The 
coralline limestone, of which the islands are 
composed, formed an excellent quarry, and 
facilitated lively sculpture. One typical 
baroque church is illustrated here (Fig. 6). 
Among secular buildings, many of which 
were erected by the Knights, the most im- 
portant is the fine Library of the Order 
(1786), designed by Stefano Ittar of Rome, 
with a magnificent hall on the upper floor. 
Fortunately this beautiful building was not 
seriously damaged in the war. Amon 
19th-century churches, the most remark- 
able is that at Mosta or Musta (Fig. 7), 
finished in 1864, partly built with volun- 
tary Sunday labour by the parishioners, 
and designed by a Maltese named Grognet. 
No scaffolding was used in the construc- 
tion of the enormous stone dome, 118 ft. 
in diameter, and stated to be the third 
largest in the world. During the war this 
dome was pierced by a bomb which buried 
itself in the floor and failed to explode. 
The charming little Manoel Theatre in 
Valletta (1731) luckily escaped, but the 
large Opera House (1861-66), by E. M. 
Barry, was very severely damaged; it was 
a typical specimen of Roman Renaissance 
design, and though it fiid not follow the 
Maltese baroque tradition, one has to 
accept it as an example of the Mediter- 
ranean style (Fig. 8). 

The terrific hammering that Valletta 
suffered during the war inevitably called 
for drastic rebuilding and replanning of

the area, and a comprehensive scheme by

Messrs. Austen Harrison and R. P. 
Hubbard was published by the Govern- 
ment of Malta in 1945. In their very in- 
teresting report the authors remark that 
the.city is “ rich in memorials of an illus- 
trious past,’’ but that, though notable 
‘‘ as works of art, sources of inspiration 
for contemporary architects, and records 
of the past, their value is in fact very 
unequal.” They recommend that replicas 
oi the two auberges and certain other his- 
torical buildings completely destroyed 
should not be attempted. The new Val- 
letta, thus replanned and restored, will be 
a magnificent city. Its recent buildings 
include the huge St. Luke’s Hospital by 
Messrs. Adams, Holden and Pearson and 
the fine Hotel Pheenicia by Coil. W. B. 
Binnie, of which a perspective by Mr. 
Cyril Farey is reproduced here (Fig. 9), 
because the designer seems to have cap- 
tured the spirit of Malta without any 
sacrifice of modern amenities. ; 
Gibraltar, last of my trio, has very little 
architecture of note and hardly any dis- 
tinctive architectural tradition. A bare 
and forbidding rock; it is believed to have 
been uninhabited till 711, when the Arabs 
or Moors under Tarik occupied it and con- 
structed the first fortifications, some of 
which still survive. The ‘‘ Tower of 
Homage,’’ forming the most prominent 
feature of the ‘‘ Moorish Castle *’ to-day, 
is,-however, a much later work (c. 1333). 


-The only other substantial relio of the 


long Arab period is the ‘‘ Moorish Bath ” 
now forming part of the Museum. The 
Arabs, who were ejected by the Spaniards 
in 1303, returned again thirty years later ; 
and then in 1462 Gibraltar was recaptured 
by the Spaniards, who held it until it was 
seized by the British in 1783. The Spanish 
occupation has left us some fine heraldry 


8 over Charles V’s Southport, Gate, the 


eastern part of # Franciscan chapel in 
‘*The Convent,’ which has long served 
as the Governor’s residence, and a large 
part of the massive fortifications. The 
Rock itself is small (25 by 3 miles), but 
the habitable space, adjoining the harbour, 
is far more limited; and so much of that 
is required for urgent utilitarian needs 
that opportunities for fine planning and 
imposing architecture are unfavourable. 
Most of the civil and domestic buildings 
are of a mild but unobtrusive ‘* Mediter- 
ranean ’’ type; elsewhere the heavy hand 
of the Royal Engineers is frequently - ap- 
parent. Some of the military buildings, 
e.g., the arcaded South Barracks, are fairly 
dignified; others are unnecessarily crude. 
The Roman Catholic Cathedral, a Renais- 
sance building, has recently acquired a 
pleasant new facade, while the Anglican 
Cathedral (1825) is a curious essay in neo- 
Moorish design, internally as well as ex- 
ternally (see Fig. 10), and raises an 
interesting question for architects. 1s it 
permissible, anywhere and in any circum- 


stances, to incorporate in a Christian 
church traditional Arab or Muslim 
features? Opinions differ.

Owing to the necessity of providing 
as much prefabricated work in England 
as possible, such as plumbing, kitchen 
fittings, joinery, doors, windows, etc., 
it was decided to erect a full-size flat 
of temporary materials, so that the 
details could be fully worked out and 
any improvements made at this end 
before forwarding to Gibraltar.

would enable the size of the rooms and 
their disposition to be carefully studied 
so that any improvements could be in- 
corporated before the work was too far 
advanced. 

The prototype flat is the outcome of 
these suggestions and is now complete 
with the various developments which 
have occurred through its progress. In 
the main scheme there are a number of 
flats with a small working kitchen and 
three bedrooms and a number with two 
bedrooms and a living-kitchen. The 

rototype is particularly made up of 

oth. It embodies the greater portion 
of one of the flats with the smaller 
working kitchen and the living-kitchen 
of the second type of flat, thus enabling 
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the fittings of the two types of kitchens 
to be completed. 

The flat has been tiled with Engfish 
concrete tiles, although in actuality 
they will be tiled with Spanish tiles in 
simple patterns and various colours. 
The bathrooms are _ standardised 
throughout and have an electrical hot 
water heater. The Gibraltar district is 
short of fresh water; therefore plumb- 
ing has been put in for brackish water 
as well as for fresh water and this has 
meant 4 multiplicity of pipes which has 
had to be worked out very. carefully. 
Owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
east-iron soil pipes and services, the 
whole of the work is being earried out 
in copper.

The prototype shows very clearly the 
value of the extra 12 inches in height 
above that customary in this country, 
and the use of the living room partly 
as a hall to other rooms, which is only 
possible in a climate like Gibraltar, 
where draughts and cold weather are 
the exception. 

Since the scheme was commenced, 
the disposition of the number of 
blocks on the site has been altered 
owing to various contingencies, and a 
new layout has been prepared. Work 
on the site is being supervised by a 
resident architect—a partner in the 
architect’s office—and a large staff of 
imported English leading specialists, 
with an army of local labour, partly 
Gibraltarian and partly Spanish. 

Messrs. Robert Atkinson, FF.- 
R.LB.A., are the architects, with 
Mr. ©. E. Kenney as quantity sur- 
veyor. Messrs. R. T. James and Part- 
ners are the consulting engineers. 

The contract is being carried out 
under the supervision of Mr, F. W. 
Foxlee, of the Crown Agents for the 
Colonies, the contractors being Messrs. 
Humphreys, Ltd., of Knightsbridge 
and New Malden, Surrey, where the 
prototype flat has been erected.

Inchoate planning and design of the hall was initiated 
in April, 1944, when the leading dimensions of the air- 
craft had attained a fair degree of finality. The major 
requirements for the assembly hall which emerged after 
considered analysis of all the planning and production 
needs were as follows :— 

Three main sections, or bays, were essential. A bay 
for detail erecting, a bay for final assembly, and a port 
and servicing bay. A 300-ft. minimum width clearance 
to each bay was demanded, and doors of this width 
were required to give a similar clearance from each 
bay on to the apron. A cranage system, capable of 
lifting a 10-ton load anywhere over the erecting bay, 
was a further basic requisite. In the matter of height, 
at no point in the hall was this to fall below 60 ft., and 
this was to be reckoned as the minimum clearance to 
the underside of cranage hooks. The doors were to 
allow a similar clearance. These ‘‘ envelope ”’ sizes and 
a mass of detailed production data were the principal 
factors in the planning approach and the starting point 
for the plan solution and its relationship to site. 

The first planning decision was not the siting of the 
assembly hall, but the drawing of the line for the new 
2,750-yd.-long and 100-yd.-wide runway. The hall is 
sited to suit the topography, and ig orientated with 
regard to aspect, prospect and the prevailing wind. 
Existing and developable accesses and services, both 
for construction and ultimate needs, were important 
contributory factors. Thus the assembly hall turns its 
back on the runway. The doors -face south and open 
on to a protected apron. 

PLannING, DesiIcGN aND Construction.—To such a 
degree are the planning and construction of the 
assembly hall complementary that the one has been 
developed with due regard at every stage to the in- 
fiuences of the other. The three main bays of the hall 
open on to the apron through continuous sliding-folding 
doors. The overall opening is 1,045 ft. long and 
65 ft. 9 in. high. The doors are in six batteries, two 
per bay, and for lightness, strength and resistance to 
corrosion are constructed of aluminium. The batteries 
are “‘ floating ”’ in design, in that they can open or close 
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in either direction, to the sides or the cenire of each 
bay, to give three openings each more than 330 ft. wide 
or six openings each 143 ft. 6 in. wide. Each battery 
carries two 5-h.p. electric motors, one at each end, and 
the whole side of the hall can be opened up completely 
in two minutes. Facing the doors, at the north side 
of each bay, is the immense double-glazed wall with 5 ft. 
between glass for ease of cleaning and servicing, and 
forming an insulating blanket. The total length of 
these glass walls to the three bays is over 1,000 ft., and 
the glass height is 50 ft. 

The desirability of keeping the whole of the floor area, 
inside the 331-ft.-clear spans, free from obstruction, led 
to the placing of such accommodation as staff and 
operatives’ cloaks and lavatories, works supervision and 
administrative offices, small part and light stores, in the 
spaces and in tiers of galleries stacked as independent 
and readily-augmented decks between the main struc- 
tural arch ribs. Staircases and lifts serve these gal- 
leries, while some of the lifts carry on up to the roof 
structure and the network of service catwalks to lighting 
units and the cranage system 75 ft. above the hall floor. 
The assembly flow is from the back of the erecting bay 
to the front; precisely because of this, the goods recep- 
tion, bulk stores and quarantine, special treatment 
compounds, etc., are planned at the north end of this 
bay, with service road accesses to them and the staff 
and works entrances. 

Steel was adopted for the structure as offering the 
most direct solution on balance of all the factors 
involved. There was one further major influence: the 
cranage system required in the centre erecting bay 
was to be free from intermediate supports, and could 
be integral with, or divorced from, the main structure. 
The perfected design for this structure is such that the 
whole cranage system is slung from the haunch ties 
of the main arch ribs. (See section on page 349.) 

The structural skeleton consists of main steel trusses, 
or arch ribs, spaced at 50-ft. centres in the depth of the 
bays, which are in the form of two pin arches tied at 
the haunches. The arches span the bays at 345-ft. 
centres, rise 82 ft. to eaves, and thence to apex 116 ft. 
above the floor. The cranage system of the erecting bay, 
consists of four independent crane bridges, each cover-

ing a quarter of the bay width and each designed to 
take a 12-ton load. The whole of the external enclosing 
walls are of prefabricated asbestos cement panels, while 
the roof is of steel decking with a monolithic impervious 
covering. The whole of the cladding and roof is lined 
with an insulating membrane. 

ANCILLARIES—CANTEEN AND ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS.— 
The principal ancillary units—the administration and 
works canteen and staff dining-rooms block—are 
planned as independent units linked to the hall on the 
east side. Both these units are illustrated in their 
ultimate form, which will obtain if and when the air- 
craft goes into full production. Initially, there will 
not be a separate administration building at all, the 
whole staff being accommodated within the hall; while 
the, canteen, which is designed for unit construction 
and extension, will be two bays, instead of the five 
shown, in width. 

HEATING AND VENTILATING.—The decisive factor in the 
design of an efficient and economic heating and ven- 
tilating system for the assembly hall was the produc- 
tion requirement that the whole of the floor area must 
be kept free from heating panels in order that the 
maximum flexibility in layout should be unimpaired. 
The conditions were ideal far the use of modified unit 
heaters feeding high-level and overhead high-velocity 
projection nozzles in combination with controlled fresh- 
air intakes along the east and west walls of the hall. 
The value of these fresh-air intakes would be par- 
ticularly evident in the summer season, while adequate 
air movement set up within the building, turbulence, in 
fact, would ensure suitable dispersion and distribution 
of the fresh air sucked in. Mounted 10 ft. above floor 
level, at the foot of each of the 42 legs of the main arch

ribs, or stanchions, and facing into the bay, is a unit 
heater incorporating a set of three fan impellers. The 
air is drawn in at low level, is preheated as required, 
and flows upwards through three separate sections of 
a vertical duct clipped to the stanchion face, being dis- 
charged 60 ft. above floor level through three high- 
velocity projection nozzles. The streamline discharge 
of air from each of these 214 nozzles of the system can 
be controlled in its direction and rate of flow. In addi- 
tion, a further 22 groups, of four nozzle projectors each, 
are mounted overhead on the haunch ties 75 ft. above 
floor level. The steam feed to the various unit heaters 
is supplied from a separate boiler house, which 
generates the heating requirements for the whole pro- 
ject. The boilers are oil-fired on the pressure jet 
system, and each of the four boilers—one of which is a 
stand-by—is capable of evaporating 16,500 lb. water/ 
hour from feed water at 180 deg. F. to steam at 
60 lb./sq. in. gauge pressure. The boilers are com- 
pletely automatic in all respects. 

Licutine.—Although the mounting height is excep- 
tional—75 ft. above floor—very little more in the way 
of lamp wattage is called for than would be required 
if this height was 20 ft., because the length and width 
of the hall are in proportion to its height. The illu- 
mination of the side bays has been designed to give an 
average of 20 ft.-candleg at bench level; this is increased 
to 25 ft.-candles in the centre bay, where the nature of 
the work carried out is much more detailed. The height 
of mounting of the lamps makes possible the efficient 
use of high-wattage lamps without glare and risk of 
eyestrain. It also facilitates the installation of a 
‘“mixed”’ system of mercury-vapour and tungsten 
lamps.

HOUSE AT CUFFLEY, HERTS 


THIS HOUSE IN CARBONE HILL, CurFLEY, HERTS, was 
designed in 1936 by Mr. Clifford E. Culpin, F.R.I.B.A., 
for his own occupation, at a cost of £1,270 (or 1s. ld. 
per cubic foot). 

ConstrucTion.—Cavity walls have been used, finished 
externally with rustic flettons and washed with ivory 
coloured cement. The roof is covered with brown 
hand-made tiles. Windows are of steel without’ wood 
frames, and that on the south corner of the sitting- 
room is. sliding-folding, so that the room can be opened 
to the garden. 

Frnisues.—Ceilings and walls are distempered, and 
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on the ground floor, furniture, flush doors and floors 
are of waxed oak. The principal bedroom has sycamore 
joinery. The kitchen is very fully equipped with cup- j 
boards and has a concealed - water-softener, built-in 
refrigerator, and stainless-steel sink, draining-boards 
and bench-top. The bathroom has a semi-sunk bath 
and hand-made tiles. 

EqutemMENt.—This includes an independent boiler for 
hot water and thermostatically controlled electrical 
convectors under windows to supplement the open 
fireplaces (which have marble surrounds) for room 
heating. 


CLIFFORD E. CULPIN, F.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECT 
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BOOK REVIEW 


The Renaissance of the English Public 
House. By Basi! Oliver, F.S.A., 
F.R.I.B.A. London: Faber and Faber, 
Ltd. Price 25s. net. 


Some observant person once said that 
the best modern bnildings in any town 
are almost certain to be the church, the 
post office and the pub. Without any 
reservations as to churches and post offices, 
4t can at once be conceded that, within 
recent years, no class of building has 
shown greater improvement in design than 
the public house. There are many reasons 
for this, chief emoug them being a more 
enlightened outlook on the part of the 
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brewers, a change for the better in public 
opinion and habits, and, most important 
of all, the employment of many highly 
competent architects in the design of these 
buildings. From being a mere drinking 
house—a place often of doubtful repute, 
badly designed and garishly decorated— 
the public house has become, in the main, 
a thing of architectural beauty, a well- 
conducted place where respectable people 
may foregather to enjoy food as well as 
drink; and in many cases recreation and 
entertainment. 

There was a clear need for a good book 
on this subject, and the friends of Mr. 
Basil Oliver were delighted when they 
heard that he was at work on one. After 
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much deiay, due to the war, it has*now 
made its appearance, and it can at once 
be said that it completely fulfils expecta- 
tions. No one is better fitted than Mr. 
Oliver to write such a book, for in addi- 
tion to serving an invaluable. apprentice- 
ship to the subject as assistant to Mr. 
Harry Redfern, of Carlisle Undertakin 
(State Management) fame, he has himse 
designed a number of admirable houses, 
some of which have been illustrated in 
the pages of The Builder. 

Mr. Oliver’s book covers the period be- 
tween the two wars, during which the 
brewers spent many millions of pounds on 
rebuilding existing houses and building 
new ones. The author rightly dates the

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‘* renaissance ’’ of the public house from 
the setting up of State Management in the 
Carlisle area in 1916, with Mr. Redfern 
as architect to the Board, to whose admir- 
able pioneer work he pays enthusiastic and 
well-deserved tribute. ‘lhe book, in effect, 
i: an illustrated account of the develop- 
ments which have since.taken place. The 
whole subject is surveyed in eleven chap- 
ters headed as follows : Planning and De- 
sign; Practical Details; State Manage- 
ment; Pioneer Work in Birmingham and 
District; The London District; Urban and 
Suburban Examples Outside the London 
Area; Wayside Public Houses; Untradi- 
tional Design and All That; Alterations 
and Additions; Art in the Public House; 
and Social Amenities. 

Perhaps no type of building is more 
exacting on the ingenuity, patience and 
good temper of the architect than is the 
public house. The architect’s chief diffi- 
culty, of course, is pleasing the licensing 
magistrates, who are notoriously divergent 
in their ideas of what should and should 
not be done. Mr. Oliver is rightly indig- 
nant about the present system. ‘‘ It is 
characteristic of a nation which links Ad- 
miralty with Divorce and Probate,’’ he 
writes, “‘ that it should mix up brewers’ 
applications for the making of perfectly 
well-intentioned and honest improvements 
to licensed premises with police courts, 
uniformed policemen, gowned and _ be- 
wigged lawyers, and so forth, all seeming 
to imply that the applicants are trying to 
do something wrong in seeking powers to 
provide the public with new and better 
inns. The cay may come when it will 
dawn on our legislators that the whole 
system is obsolete and needlessly insult- 
ing, and a more civilised procedure will 
be devised quite distinct and apart from 
the criminal atmosphere of police courts, 
petty pilfering, a worse.” 

Mr. Oliver devotes much of his space 
to the planning problems of public houses, 
and deals with all the posers familiar to 
architects who specialise in this type of 
work—for snenia: ae problem of central 
service for convenience and effective super- 
vision; the right placing of the various 
bars, with their lavatories; the provision 
of access for ing-in; cellars; living 
accommodation fof the licensee and his 
staff, all of which, and more, may have ‘to

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be fitted into an awkward site subject to 
hampering restrictions. How the various 
es can be successfully solved he 
shows by illustrations ot a large number of 
buildings of varying size, character and 
purpose, all of first-rate design in their 
different, ways. There are no fewer than 
114 photographic illustrations—exteriors, 
interiors, and practical and decorative de- 
tails—together with 51 sets of plans. The 
buildings vary from the simple beer-house 
to the elaborate inn, with its numerous 
bars, ‘“‘ off-licence,’’ dining-room and as- 
sembly hall and recreational facilities. It 
is interesting to note that special provision 
is often made for darts and that skittle 
alleys are still popular. Bowling greens 
also are often provided. 

Mr. Oliver records many of the success- 
ful efforts which have been made to bring 
art into the public house, and illustrates 
some delightful examples of mural decora- 
tion and inn signs. He records, too, the 
various movements to bring “social 
amenities ’’ into the public house, notably 
poetry, music and the drama. He has 
written a most interesting and useful book, 
well illustrate1 and beautifully produced, 
and one, moreover, that fills a definite 
gap in achitectural literature. It should 
appeal not only to the practising architect 
but to the intelligent layman. 


OBITUARY 


John Campbell. 


It is with great regret that we record 
the death of Mr. John Campbell, the 
architect, which took place in August as 
the result of a fall from the cliffs at 
Chapel Point, Mevagissey, Cornwall, 
where he was on holiday with his wife. 
He was 69. 

Campbell’s is a great loss to the 
architectural profession. Both visionary 
and realist, he had an almost indefinable 
quality which gave his work and influence 
a special and personal character. He was 
intensely interested in human values and 
many will recall the remarkable letter he 
wrote to The Builder (September 15, 
1944) on the principles involved in the 
Government’s plans for Portal houses. A 
practical exponent of the dignity of hard 
work, John Campbell had for some years

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been engaged with a small band of loyal 
helpers in developing the Chapel Point 
estate at Mevagissey, a model of which 
(made by Mr. Campbell and his helpers) 
was one of the outstanding exhibits in 
this year’s Royal Academy Exhibition. 
A photograph of this is reproduced on 
this page. .His work will be carried on 
by his assistant, Mr. Leask, and his wife, 
to whom our sincere sympathy is ex- 
tended. 

Mr. Frank Baker contributes 
following memoir :— 

John Campbell, the architect, was a 
man remarkable for the passion and sin- 
cerity of his work, and for a limitless 
creative fertility upon which he drew un- 
tiringly. Those who knew him realised 
that here stood a master builder, one 
who with the true vision of philosopher 
and poet combined the craft and patience 
of those medieval workmen who under- 
stood and obeyed the universal law. In 
1914 John Campbell received the rare 
distinction, for an Englishman, of being 
inade Regius Professor of Architecture at 
Munich University; and his influence has 
been, perhaps, more felt in Europe than 
in his own country. His death leaves a 
strong challenge to the young builders of 
the present day, some of whom will al- 
ready have seen in his work a sign of 
that Heavenly City which always existed 
in his imagination. He was fond of say- 
ing that it was the potential in a man 
that mattered, and in his own being. he 
was deeply conscious of powers that were 
too often frustrated by the anarchy of the 
era in which he lived) Vehement in his 
denunciation of what he believed to be 
false, he breathed a mighty blast of pure 
air into the stale Edwardian world of his 
youth, and throughout his life he never 
lost that integrity to his craft’ which is 
an inspiration to those who now see 
around them the corrupt and wasted 
desert of commercial dishonesty. Where- 
ever men are true to their materials John 
Campbell will be remembered’ with 
devotion.

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EXPERIMENTS IN HEATING 
OF HOUSES 


WARMTH WITH LESS FUEL . 


A SCIENTIFIC experiment of great im- 
portance to the people of this country is 
being carried out at the Building Research 
Station, D.S.I.R. It is the latest stage in 
research to find out how houses can be 
kept properly warm for the smallest con- 
sumption of fuel. 


The experiment is in two parts. In the 
first part eight houses have been built, 
identical in design but with different 
degrees of thermal insulation. Heat- 
ing systems inside are all the same, 
so the scientists can find out under 
actual living conditions how much heat 
is conserved by better insulation. In 
the second part of the experiment. 20 
houses similar in design and with identical 
thermal insulation have been built. In 
these houses the heating systems and 
appliances are all different, and the re- 
sults will show which stoves, grates and 
heating systems are the best and most 


economical in fuel. 


This is an original scientific experiment 
and the only one of its size and type in 
the world. It will be of importance not 
only to the occupants of new houses but 
also to those of older houses, for many of 
the appliances being tested are also suit- 
able ins installation in existing houses. 


More coal is consumed for heating 


houses than for any other single purpose. ' 


In 1938, 60,000,000 tons, or one-third of 
all the coal consumed in this country, was 
used for this purpose. The results of the 
expenditure of this coal can only be de- 
scribed as inadequate. Before the war the 
total number of available heat units per 
dwelling per year in Britain was 1,500. 
In the BBA. the figure was 1,700, but in 
that country the house, and the whole of 
the house, was much warmer. In Germany 
the figure was 880; although the consump- 
tion of heat was so much lower, German

houses were at least as warm as those 
in Britain. 


Main Reasons for Heating Inefficiency. 

The two main reasons for this relative 
inefficiency are that in this country much 
of the heat is wasted up the chimney or 
through the poorly insulated walls and 
roof, or is carried off by cold draughts of 
air. 


With the present scarcity of coal and its 
high price, it is of great importance that 
the amount of fuel used for heating should 
be reduced. At the same time, houses 
should be better warmed than they have 
been. Much research has already been 


\ 





carried out on these subjects by the Build- 
ing Research Station and the Fuel Research 
Station of D.S.I.R. However, a precise 
picture of the thermal conditions in houses, 
as they are lived in, has not been easy to 
obtain. For example, some advances were 
made between the wars in the economical 
use of coal for heating houses, leading to 
a greater output of heat per pound of coal 
burned. Yet it is not possible to give a 
measure of the advance in figures such as 
are given by the electricity industry, which 
can state that coal consumption per unit 
of electricity generated has decreased from 
35.74 lb. to 1.43 Ib. in recent years. 

Two large-scale experiments are being 
carried out by the Building Research 


(coal, coke, gas or electricity) used in every appliance is carefully 
measured and recorded. 
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Station to obtain these precise figures for 
thermal] conditions. The first of these is 
concerned with thermal insulation of 
houses and is being carried out on eight 
specially built similar houses, In these 
houses the heating systems are the same 
while the insulation differs. These houses 
have now passed from the stage of being 
unoccupied laboratories and have been 
lived in by families for more than a year, 
while the experiments continue. 

In the other experiment 20 houses of 
identical size and similar design have been 
built. In these houses the constant factor 
is the thermal insulation, so that similar 
amounts of heat will be lost through the 
walls, roofs, floors, etc., in every case. 
The variable factor is the method of heat- 
ing.. Some houses are fitted with complete 
central heating systems, others with de- 
vices to carry convected heat to the bed- 
rooms and all are fitted with a variety of 
modern designs of stoves and open fires. 

Each room of each house is fitted with 
many instruments, including  thermo- 
meters, both of the ordinary kind and also 
of special types for giving a continuous 
record over the 24 hours, arranged to regis- 
ter at a central control room. In the first 
stage of the experiment the ventilation 
and the opening of doors and windows 
will be carefully controlled, so as to keep 
conditions comparable between all the 
houses. All the fuel used in each house is 
carefully recorded. Times of steking or 
switching on and off of appliances are 
noted, and in consequence the amount of 
heat put into the house and the amount 
usefully used will be known. In all, 92 
different appliances are being tested. 

There are two meteorological stations 
which give complete details of the weather 
on the site, such as temperature, humidity, 
direction and force of wind and duration 
of sunshine. 

All arrangements are now complete and 
this exceedingly complex experiment has 
begun. For the first period the houses 
will be empty, so that the scientists can 
carry out the investigations without the 
variables which residents would cause. A 
party of 30 scientists and building techni- 
cians will be engaged day and night during 
this phase in order to ensure its rapid com- 
pletion. 


Tenants to Move In. 

As soon as the results of the initial 
period are complete, tenants will move 
into the houses and the experiments will 
continue. Arrangements for selection of 
the tenants have been initiated by the 
rural district council in conjunction with 
the Building Research Station. Durin 
the first period, each house will be san | 
to be occupied by an exactly similar 
imaginary family. is family “‘ X ”’ will 
consist of father, mother and two children 
of school age. While the mother stays at 
home, the father is engaged in a@ local 
occupation but does not return home for 
lunch. The tenants, who will have to 
agree. to the experiments continuing 
during their occupancy, will not, of course, 
follow the pattern of family ‘‘X,” but 
the scientists, having got their figures for 
the theoretical family, will be able to 
make allowances for size of family, hours 
of work and so on of the actual tenants in 
each house. 

As the result of these experiments it 
will be possible to say what is the best 
method of construction to ensure good in- 
sulation and what are the best appliances 
to fit into a house. It is already possible 
to give advice on these subjects based on 
laboratory investigations and experience, 
but these two experiments will enable the 
advice to be based on actual living condi- 
tions. 
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LE CORBUSIER ON TOWN 
PLANNING 


ig is now some quarter of a century 
since M. Charles Edouard Jean- 
neret (or Le Corbusier) gave us his 
imaginative conception of the city of 
the future. Defined in the simplest 
terms, this was composed of a series of 
lofty skyscrapers occupying only five 
per cert. of the total site area, the re- 
mainder being given to gardens, com- 
munications, and supplementary build- 
ings of limited height. This was a 
specific town-planning programme, but 
it suffered from the handicap of de- 
manding a clear field from which to 
start, and could not be adapted to the 
existing types of development; conse- 
quently hardly, anything has been 
done on the lines indicated. 

Now Le Corbusier has returned to 
the subject, prompted by a series of 
questions which, as he states, were 
raised in England in October, 1944. He 
describes these rather caustically, as 
emanating from a circle ‘‘ which desires 
to appear modern without being so, to 
innovate only by ringing changes on 
the past, to interest the moderns, 
while reassuring the academicians.” 
These questions, in the light of practi- 
cal possibilities, are not so futile as 
he suggests, and his treatment of some 
of them is fairly like that offered by 
our own planners. The more interest- 
ing responses are those based on 
development of his original principles. 

The book before us* is a translation 
by Clive Entwistle, who contributes an 
enthusiastic introduction. It opens 
with an epitome of the art of town 
planning on the recognised lines of 
treatment for this subject, illustrated 
by some adequate but rather slapdash 
sketches. Then follows the body of the 
work based on the questionnaire previ- 
ously mentioned, and following in a 
measure the line of thought indicated 
in “Towards a New Architecture,” 
published in English in 1923, though a 
few references to conditions at the 
present time appear in the recom- 
mendations. For example, it is sug- 
gested that provisional accommodation 
for homeless refugees should be in as 
primitive a form as possible (earthen 


walls and sapling rafters), entitled 
**Murondins,”’ in order to discourage 
permanence. 


As regards the growth of cities we are 
referred to the C.I.A.M. (recently 
meeting at Bridgwater), which based 
this on three types of unit: (1) that of 
agricultural production, (2) the linear 
industrial city, and (3) the radio-con- 
centric city of exchange. The validity 
of this classification may be doubted, 
in view of the number of variants also 
having claims to be typical, such as 
the centres of government, culture and 
recreation. Perhaps some _ other 
aphorisms of the C.I.A.M. are of 
greater service, viz., the keys to town 
planning are in the four functions, 
living, working, recreation and circu- 
lation. The distance between home and 
work must be reduced to a minimum, 
industrial sectors should be _ inde- 
pendent of living quarters, and the 
latter must occupy the better sites as 
regards topography, climate, sun and 
open spaces. 

Further points raised elicit Le Cor- 
busier’s views on housing. As may

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naturally be recognised, he is not in 
sympathy with the garden city nor 
garden suburb idea, but adheres to 
his many-storeyed dwelling blocks. Ad- 
vantage is taken of this vertical con- 
centration for residences and commerce 
to reserve the ground level for pedes- 
trians only, and to provide viaducts 
above this for all wheeled traffic, thus 
effectively eliminating the dangers 
inherent in our present road system. 
Though this concentration of build- 


. ings would reduce the extent of road- 


ways required, it may be doubted if 
it could be claimed as economically ad- 
vantageous, nor could such a claim 
be made for the structural method in- 
volving numerous lifts, which would 
demand personal servicing, as it is not 
regarded as safe to use automatic con- 
trol where children are involved. 

The proposals of the residential sky- 
scrapers are that the ground floor is a 
reception area, the restaurant is about 
half way up, and the roof is utilised as 
a garden. It is visualised that all ser- 
vices are provided by technical ex- 
perts, as in an hotel, which perhaps 
makes an appeal under existing cir- 
cumstances, liberating the mistress of 
the home from all domestic labour, ex- 
cept the personal attention required by 
children when they are not at school. 
But the question forces itself on the 
mind: in Le Corbusier’s ideal city will 
there be any children? It is true he 
provides an ideal school, but the kind 
of life his city offers is exactly that 
adopted by those who are indisposed to 
contribute to any increase in popula- 
tion, leaving this function to the class 
that enjoy living in a more primitive 
fashion, running their own homes in 
accordance with their individual pre- 
ferences, and including occupations 
such as gardening, etc., to provide 
outdoor exercise in conjunction with 
social life. 

We know that the answers to ques- 
tionnaires issued to the general public 
show that nine people out of ten de- 
mand almost exactly what they have 
been accustomed to; this is very dis- 
couraging to the idealist, but he cannot 
but realise that progress must be in 
such steps as conform to human or, at 
any rate, to racial psychology. Though 
Le Corbusier’s plan may be a master- 
piece of efficiency we cannot picture it 
as replacing those of a more traditional 
type; and if it ever materialises, it 
would be equally doubtful if the occu- 
pants would be able to retain their 
vitality, the reward of, struggle under 
more primitive conditions. 

These doubts need not preclude an 
appreciation of the merits of this book. 
They are the outcome of clear and logi- 
cal thought on complicated data, and 
are calculated to evoke ideas and per- 
haps to secure useful suggestions when 
balanced up with the economical and 
psychological aspects of the problems 
involved. Boy.

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CUTS IN THE BUILDING PROGRAMME 


PUBLIC MEETING AT CROYDON 


[* order thai, the public might be made 
aware of the facts of the situation, the 
Chairman of Croydon Corporation Hous- 
ing Committee (ALDERMAN B. Monk) on 
Saturday last held a Press conference at 
the Town Hall, in the course of which 
he gave an account of the progress made 
by the Borough Council since the war in 
providing new houses and in repairing 
war-damaged dwellings, and drew atten- 
iion to the change in the prospecis of the 
Council’s housing drive caused by the 
Government’s recent decision to call a 
halt to the building of new houses except 
in mining and rural areas. 

Alderman Monk said this was not 
regarded as a political Party matier by the 
Council. All the Parties represented were 
equally concerned at the position and 
equally anxious to find the solution. Two 
recent pronouncements from the Ministry 
of Health had caused the Housing Com- 
mittee anxiety about the future prospects 
of house-building in the borough (which 
has a population of 246,000). The first 
was the circular of August 15, which pro- 
hibits further licences being issued by 
local authorities for the erection of 
houses other than those built to replace 
war-damaged houses, unless approved by 
the Ministry’s Principal Housing Officer, 
who is to give special consideration to 
houses for letting to agricultural workers, 
miners or other key workers. / 

The second was a letter from the 
Ministry on September 4 about two ten- 
ders which the Council wished to let for 
further small groups of houses on one 
estate. The letter said: ‘‘ Consideration 
will be deferred pending the review of the 
building programme which the Govern- 
ment are undertaking.” There was no 
question of the price being an obstacle in 
this case, said Alderman Monk. The 
Housing Committee did not think the price 
would prevent, acceptance of the tenders 
by the Ministry. 

Alderman Monk then gave figures of 
the progress made by the Corporation in 
new house building since the war, and up 
to August 31 this year. The figure of 
4,101 houses built, building, tenders let or 
sites acquired, compared with the estimaie 
made by the Council in October last year 
of 4,000 houses, for: which they hoped to 
provide sites in Croydon, and it would be 
seen, said Alderman Monk, that the 
Council had made good progress towards 
this figure. But to attain it they would 
still need Government authority to pro: 
ceed with further contracts, and it was 
this aspect which caused the Housing 
Committee anxiety. 

The figure of 4,000 (continued Alderman 
Monk) is not the whole story of the hous- 
ing needs of the borough, by a long way. 
Last October the Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning were informed that 
8,000 houses were required to satisfy im- 
mediate needs. Of these, sites could be 
found in Croydon for 4,000. To rehouse 
people now living in Croydon, who would 
be displaced by the reduction in densities 
proposed by the Abercrombie Report, 
6,000 were required. Therefore 10,000 
houses would be needed in one or other 
of the new towns. Since that estimate 
was framed, said Alderman Monk, the 
number of ‘live’? applications from 
people who had a strong claim for a house 
in Croydon had considerably increased. 

_ Alderman Monk referred to Circulars 
issued since the beginning of this year by 
the Ministry of Health, reviewing local 
authorities’ housing programmes, in par- 
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ticular Circulars 16/47 and L.R.L. 3/47 
(to local authorities in the London 
Region). On the basis of the latter Cir- 
cular and previous decisions of the Coun- 
cil, the total number of Council houses 
which could be put under construction 
during 1947 was 796. On August 51, 1945, 
there were 7,000 applications on the Coun- 
cil’s housing register. By the same date 
this year the number had risen to 13,865, 
75 per cent. of all applications being from 
ex-Servicemen. 

The house-building work which can be 
proceeded with under existing Govern- 
mental instructions was summarised by 
Alderman Monk as follows :— 

(1) Limited amount of war damage re- 
pairs under contract (subject to restric- 
tion imposed by Circular L.R.L. wi 

(2) Limited amount of work through 
building licences issued to house owners. 
This is restricted to £12,250 ead week 
and is only 55 per cent. of the value of the 
work licensed for repairs and maintenance 
in the period July to October, 1946, and 
is insufficient to meet the heavy demands 
made upon it. : 

(3) External painting and internal deco- 
ration where necessary, which is free from 
** quota ’’ control. 

(4) Conversion or adaptation of requi- 
sitioned property, subject to Ministry of 
Health control of cost. The number of 
properties available is now very small. Jn 
recent months the Ministry have indicated 
that the amount of work on these schemes 
should be the bare minimum necessary to 
adapt the premises for occupation for more 
than one family. 

Alderman Monk pointed out that the 
Corporation had acquired land for the 
erection of 2,050 houses more than they 
had erected so far since the war. These 
would accommodate approximately 10,000 
more individuals, if the Government would 
allow building to proceed. He paid a 
tribute to the private builders who had 
been or were now engaged on the Cor- 
poration’s housing schemes. The Corpora- 
tion had received the fullest co-operation 
from them. 

On the subject of the conversion of re- 
quisitioned houses, Alderman Monk said 
the Corporation had provided each family 
with its own bathroom and lavatory, but 
in recent months the Ministry of Health 
had shown obvious signs of requiring lower 
standards of accommodation. 

In conclusion, he said that the Cor- 
poration desired to make no comment on 
the present housing situation in the 
borough, but only to bring the facts be- 
fore the public. 


A.B.T. CRITICISMS 
The General Council of the Association 
of Building Technicians, at a meeting in 
London on Sunday, passed unanimously a 
resolution expressing alarm at ‘“‘ proposals 
for cutting down the programme of new 
housing, schools and buildings for social 
services.’’ The resolution called on the 
Government to meet the crisis by mea- 
sures calculated to increase the efficiency 
and productivity of the building industry 
by improving conditions of labour, by 
elimination of unessential and black market 
work, and by the extension of statutory 

control of allocation of materials. 


COUNTRY-WIDE REACTION OF 

BUILDING INDUSTRY 

Tue Government’s proposed close-down 

on capital enterprises to provide labour 

and materials for the export drive, and 

concentration on houses for miners and 

agricultural workers, is meeting criticism 
from many parts of the country. 
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Mr. Richard Coppock, general secretary 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, speaking in Birming- 
ham on September 16, forecast wholesale 
bankruptcy among small builders as a 
result of the cut, and warned the Govern- 
ment that the building industry, which 
had now regained some of its pre-war 
efficiency, should not be allowed to run 
down again. It was, he suggested, false 
economy, and would impede rather than 
help the export drive, because much work 
for overseas was being done in inefficient 
factory buildings. 

Mr. Coppock spoke of the prospect of 
diversion of building workers. 

‘* To assume,”’ he said, ‘‘ that it is pos- 
sible to take from our industry 100,000 
men and deploy them without training 
into the various manufacturing industries 
is an assumption that no pianner is en- 
titled to take.” 

Earlier Mr. J. Stephenson, president of 
the Federation, declared that they were 
entitled to an early statement by the 
Government on the future of the industry. 

The City of Birmingham is particularly 
affected by the proposals, for three of its 
capital schemes alone represent a total 
cost of #£75,000,000. In the West 
Country Mr. G. Cornelius, chairman of 
Paignton U.D.C. Housing Committee, 
referring to the receipt of the circular 
from the Ministry of Health dealing with 
the issue of new licences, said there would 
be no public building in Paignton for the 
present other than for key personnel or 
agricultural workers. 

Complaints that house building delays 
were one caused by varying statements 
by the Ministry of Health are reported 
from Otley, Yorkshire. 

Mr. H. Stokes said a Ministry official 
had told the Housing Committee, of which 
he is chairman, that, owing to lack of 
labour, they would have to change their 
programme and substitute prefabricated 
houses on a site planned for permanent 
houses. A choice of three types of pre- 
fabricated house was offered. 

A special meeting was called, and mem- 
bers visited various parts of the district 
to inspect houses and decide which type 
they wanted. Now they had been told 
they probably could not have the houses 
after all. These last three weeks, Mr. 
Stokes added, had been ones of wasted 
efforts. 


In Sussex builders and contractors fear 
that when the present building programme 
of the local authorities in the larger Sussex 
towns begins to make reduced demands on 
labour many building trade workers in 
such towns as Brighton and Hove will 
have to find jobs elsewhere. 


It is felt that unless the Government 
changes its mind, the main outlet for re- 
dundant builders in the towns of Sussex, 
where there are few large essential in- 
dustries, will be in the speed-up in house 
construction in the rural areas. But even 
in the face of the country’s considerable 
needs in this respect, it is considered 
doubtful if this will prevent many small 
firms from going out of business through 
lack of work. 

Criticising the Government’s decision 
that in the immediate future new houses 
should be made available only to agricul- 
tural workers and miners, Mr. W. E. 
Warder, of the Stratford-on-Avon R.D.C., 
said: ‘‘ District Councils should not be 
asked to pay out of their pockets to house 
outsiders when their own villages are 
living in abject misery.’ 

It would appear from the foregoing that 
an early and definite statement from the 
Government as to what its precise inten- 
tions are with regard to building work 
would do much to clear the air, 
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CONTROL OF ENGAGEMENT ORDER 


DIRECTION OF LABOUR 

As part of the Governmental action 
which is being taken to meet the present 
critical economic situation of the country, 
the President of the Board of Trade 
announced on September 12 the Govern- 
ment’s plans regarding the new export 
drive and the direction, if necessary, of 
the activities of employers by means of the 
allocation of fuel and power, the control 
of materials, components and manufac- 
tured parts required in the make-up of 
exported goods, the requirement of in- 
creased export quotas and the diversion 
of exports to hard currency countries. 

As a counterpart, the Minister of 
Labour and National Service now makes 
the following announcement regarding 
(1) the making of an Order for the Control 
of Engagement, and (2) the limited ase of 
the power to direct labour in order to 
ensure the effective application of the 
Order. 

The object of the Order is to enable men 
and women seeking employment to be 
diverted to jobs on essential work. This 
is effected by requiring employers to 
obtain their labour and workers through 
a local office of the Ministry of Labour or 
an approved employment agency. 
Workers will be given as wide a choice as 
possible of available jobs on essential 
work, and directions will be issued only if 
they insist on taking unessential work or 
refuse to take any work at all. The 
Government have been giving considera- 
tion to the measures required for putting 
on to essential work those persons who are 
making no contribution to the economic 
well-being of the country, and will be 
making a further announcement at an 
early date. 

CONTROL OF ENGAGEMENT 

The Control of Engagement Order, 1947, 
was made on September 18, 1947, under 
Regulation 58a of the Defence (General) 
Regulations, 1939, and comes into force on 
Monday, October 6, 1947. It will expire 
at the end of 1948. 

With certain exceptions, all men aged 
18 to 50, inclusive, and women aged 18 to 
40, inclusive, are covered by the Order. 

An employer may not engage or even 
seek to engage (e.g., by advertisement, 
poster or circular letter) any worker to 
whom the restrictions apply, otherwise 
than through a local office of the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service or an 
employment agency approved for the 
purpose. Similarly, workers must obtain 
their employment through a local office of 
the Ministry or approved employment 
agency. 

Advertisements and notices of vacancies 
are only allowed if they clearly state that 
they invite applications only from excepted 
persons, e.g., boys and girls under 18, 
women of 41 and over, or men of 51 and 
over. Newspaper advertisements may be 
— + ese bearing a cautionary 

eading, restricting the vacancies to per- 
sons or employments excepted from the 
provisions of the Order. 

Exemption certificates may be issued by 
Local Offices to employers permitting them 
to advertise for and engage workers direct, 
Such certificates would be subject to con- 
ditions, e.g., restricting the employers as 
to the number and type of workers who 
may be engaged or advertised for. Per- 
mits may be issued to workers covered by 
the Order where the Local Office considers 
that they can better get work by their own 
efforts. 

Excepted Persons and Employments. 

Certain persons are free to be engaged 
for oo without reference to a 
local office of the Ministry or approved 


employment agency; in particular: (i) 

Persons outside the age limits; (ii) women 

with children of their own under 15 living 

with them; (iii) members of H.M. Forces 
and Women’s Services during the period 
of their paid resettlement leave. 

Certain employments can also be taken 
without reference to a local office of the 
Ministry or approved employment agency ; 
in particular: (a) part-time employment 
for not more than 30 hours weekly, 
whether with one or more employers; (b) 
employment in a managerial, professional, 
administrative or executive capacity, 

Persons normally employed in agricul- 
ture can move freely between jobs in agri- 
culture, but cannot be engaged for any 
employment outside agriculture except 
through a local office of the Ministry or 
approved employment agency. Agricul- 
ture for this purpose includes forestry and 
horticulture, but not employment in a 
sports ground, park or private garden, i.e., 
engagements for employment in sports 
grounds, parks or private gardens must be 
made through a local office of the Ministry 
or an approved employment agency. 
Similarly, persons normally employed in 
coal mining can move freely between jobs 
in coal mining, but cannot be engaged for 
any employment outside coal mining ex- 
cept through a local office of the Ministry 

or approved employment agency. All per. 
sons outside these two industries may be 
freely engaged for either agriculture or 
coal mirfing. 

Only an employment agency which has 
been approved for the purpose by the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service 
may place workers to whom the Order 
applies. Such approval is subject to any 
directions given by the Minister as to the 
working of the arrangements. Approval 
given to agencies under previous Orders 
and still current is continued without the 
need for fresh application. 

The restrictions apply, subject to the 
exceptions set out in the Order, to engage- 
ments in this country for employment 
abroad, and if the engagement is made in 
this country, to the engagement of per- 
sons living abroad for employment in this 
country. 

LIMITED DIRECTION OF LABOUR 

The following general rules will govern 
the use of the power of direction to em- 
porees, which is contained in Defence 

gulation 58a(1) :— : 

(a) Workers will be given as wide a 
choice as possible amongst available jobs 
on essential work. -In the last resort, if 
he or she, having been given full oppor- 
tunity and a reasonable range of selection, 
still insists on taking unessential work or 
refuses to take any work at all, a direc- 
tion may be issued to take the most im- 
portant suitable employment available. 

(b) Single men and single women with- 
out segs responsibilities will, as far as 
possible, be offered employment on essen- 
tial work within daily travelling distance; 
but if no vacancies exist on such work 
within daily travelling distance, they will 
be offered jobs on essential work in other 
districts, provided suitable accommodation 
is available. In the last resort, directions 
to such work may be issued. Women 
under 20 years of age, however, will not 
be directed away from home. 

(c) Men with family responsibilities will 
not in general be directed to take employ- 
ment which would require their living 
away from home. In special cases, how- 
ever, they may be so directed; in which 
case they would be entitled to living-away- 
from-home allowances under the condi- 
tions of the existing schemes. Women 
with family responsibilities will not be 
directed away from home. 
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(d) Every effort will be made to place 
the worker on essential work in his or her 
normal occupation. After a period of 
14 days, however, if the worker still re- 
mains unemployed, he or she will be 
offered suitable employment in some other 
occupation on essential work. If the 
worker refuses to take any such employ- 
ment after a reasonable choice has been 
given, a direction may be issued. 

(e) A direction will remain in force for a 
limited period, normally six months, after 
which the worker will be free to leave the 
employment, unless a further direction is 
issued. bith a! 

(f) Any worker to whom a direction to 
employment is issued will be gene an 
opportunity of appealing against the direc. 
tion to the Local Appeal Board. 

(g) Before issuing a direction to employ. 
ment a person may in some cases receive a 
direction, under Defence Regulation 80s, 
requiring him to submit himself ‘for 
medical examination, or to submit himself 
for interview with a view to determining 
what, if any, direction ought to be given 
him to employment. : 

No directions to employment will be 
issued to the following classes of persons : 
(1) Men and women outside the respective 
age limits specified in the Control of 
Engagement Order. These include juve- 
niles; (2) women with children of their 
own under 15 years of age’ living with 
them; (3) men and women released from 
H.M. Forces and Women’s Services in 
Class A while on paid resettlement leave; 
(4) men and women discharged from H.M. 

Forces who have reinstatement rights 
which they propose to exercise at once, or 
within a short period; (5) registered dis- 
abled persons. 


Safeguarding Directed Persons. 

The interests of directed persons are 
safeguarded, and will continue under the 
new arrangements to be safeguarded, by 
the existing Control of Employment 
(Directed Persons) Order, 1943 (S.R. & O. 
651). This Order provides that : (1) The 
employer may not dismiss a directed per- 
son (except for serious misconduct) while 
the direction is in force; (2) the directed 

erson or his employer may apply to a 
Nelonal Service Officer for the direction 
to be withdrawn so that the employment 
may be terminated; (3) where a directed 
person applies for the withdrawal of a 
direction on the ground that he is stood 
off by his employer from his work without 
wages. the National Service Officer, if he 
is satisfied that this is the case, must with. 
draw the direction provided that the appli- 
cation is made within ‘seven i (4) the 
directed person or his employer may 
appeal to the Local Appeal Board against 
the decision of a National Service Officer 
to withdraw or to refuse to withdraw the 
direction; (5) the directed person may 
appeal to the Local Appeal Board against 
dismissal for serious misconduct, and after 
the appeal has been heard, a National 
Service Officer may direct his reinstate- 
ment if the Board is of the opinion that 
the dismissal was not justified on that 
ground. ; 

The rates of wages and conditions of 
employment of a directed person are 
already safeguarded by the provisions of 
paragraph 2 of Defence Regulation 58a, 
the broad effect of which is to secure that 
the wages payable for the work to which a 
person is directed are not less than ‘‘ the 
rate for the job,’’ and that the conditions 
of service are the “‘ standard conditions.” 
Under this provision regard must be had, 
before a person is directed to a job, to any 
joint industrial agreement or any decision 
of a Conciliation Board or similar body, 
or in the absence of these to the wages 
and conditions prevailing among good em- 
ployers in the district.

L.M.B.A. SCHOLARSHIP

Str Gzorce Garter, Chairman of the 
Building Apprenticeship and Training 
Council, presented the L.M.B.A. Scholar- 
ship on behalf of the Committee to Ronald 
W. Russell in Lambeth Bridge House on 
September 18. In making the presenta- 
tion Sir George Gater congratulated 
Ronald Russell on being the first winner 
of the L.M.B.A. Scholarship, and at the 
same time thanked the London Master 
Builders’ Association for their generosity 
in making its grant possible. The scholar- 
ship is for £200 a year for three years, and 
Ronald Russell is to use it for a full-time 
course for a Higher National Diploma at 
the L.C.C. School of Building at Brixton. 

The L.M.B.A. was represented at the 
presentation by the President, Mr. Philip 
Smallwood, the senior vice-president, 
Mr. D. C. Burgess, Major Leslie Shingle- 
ton, chairman of the London Regional 
Joint Apprenticeship Committee, Mr.

In post-war exhibitions the workaday 
side of the home has been so often 
stressed that women will turn with relief 
and joy to the sight of something which 
is a change from austerity. This they 
will find at the ‘‘ Women’s Fair and Ex- 
hibition,’”’ which is now open at Dorland 
Hall, Regent-street. Here, attractively 
displayed, they can see fashions in dress, 
fashions in fabrics, fashions in hairdress- 
ing, cosmetics, and kindred matters of 
feminine interest. These are the chief 
features of the exhibition, which has 
been organised by the weekly magazine, 
Woman. But furnishing and house equip- 
ment also find a place. Three model rooms 
are shown. One is a living-room (by 
Waring & Gillow), very pleasantly fur- 
nished with a Knole settee, Queen Anne 
reproduction chairs, and other similar 
pieces. Next to this is a kitchen and 
‘dinette *’ (by Weldall & Assembly, 
Ltd.), with units that can be adapted to 
any situation, and up-to-date equipment 
such as a Radiation eooker with raised 
oven, ‘‘ Aerowash”’’ electric washing 
machine, and Scott refrigerator; the 
‘* dinette ’’ (where you sit up to a counter) 
being given an air of gaiety with some 
murals by a Jamaican artist, Miss Rhoda 
Jackson. The third room is a nursery (by 
the Treasure Cot Co.). Attractive wall- 
papers by Arthur Sanderson & Sons are 
a feature of these rooms. 

In addition, there are exhibits in wall 
recesses, including some beautiful White- 
friars glass; the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power has a staircase display (designed 
by Peter Moro) to show the many things 
we get from coal; and there is a collec- 
tive exhibit of up-to-date items of house 


equipment, including the ‘‘ Bendix ’* 
washing machine, ‘‘Acme”’ wringer,

London Diocesan Reorganisation. 

Tue churches of St. Andrew’s, Bromley- 
by-Bow, and All Hallows, East India 
Docks, both in the borough of Poplar, 
have been the first to be demolished under 
the scheme of the London Diocesan 
Reorganisation Committee. Both sites 
were acquired by local authorities for 
housing by agreement with the 
parishioners.

The com- 
mittee’s plans are proceeding with between 
70 and 80 other churches, nearly all badly 
war-damaged.

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THE NEED FOR EFFICIENT 
STREET LIGHTING 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 
AT SOUTHPORT 

Tus need for legislation which would lay 
wpor local authorities the definite responsi- 
bility for efficient street-lighting instead of 
continuing/it as a permissive service was 
stressed by Mr. Thomas Wilkie, F.LE.S., 
public lighting engineer, Leicester, in the 
course of his presidential address at the 
conference of the Association of Public 
Lighting Engineers at Southport on Tues- 
day, September 16 

Mu. Wixi said that too often the in- 
stallation of lighting, or otherwise, anc 
more so the standard thereof was decided 
ou purely financial grounds. Finance was 
important, but street-lighting to-day was 
so bound up in our normal social life, and 
in protecting life and property, that 
financial considerations should be viewed 
im proper perspective. It was realised that 
if atreet lighting was made a legal duty ad- 
ditional responsibility would fall on local 
authorities, but he was certain they would 
gladly accept this. Further, the methods 
of dealing with street-lighting finance re- 
quired to be overhauled. i 

Gecondly, he would refer to the desira- 
bility of street-lighting being the concern 
of a qualified official, especially in the 
larger administrative areas. ties and 
towns which had a separate organisation 
could produce much evidence of its value 
from both economic and efficiency points 
ef view. Notwithstanding the fact that 
there. were many areas where street-light- 
ing was efficiently carried out by Gas and 
Electricity Departments, he considered it 
should be completely divorced from either 
of these undertakings. The proposed 
nationalisation of these industries might 
make this divorcement inevitable and, 
indeed, several local authorities were al- 
ready considering the position of street- 
lighting after the vesting date. From 
his personal experience (which many 
‘thers could undoubtedly corroborate), he 
would assure local authorities that nothing 
could be lost, but much gained, by 
developing a separate lighting organisa- 
tion. Authorities whose administrative 
fay-out did not permit of a separate or- 
ganisation should at least authorise one 
official to specialise in street-lighting and 
should ensure that, if at all possible, he 
be under the direct control of a committee 
(or sub-committee) which would deal solely 
with lighting. It was becoming more and 
more evident that matters affecting street- 
lighting were worthy of more than being 
merely one or two items on an already 
overloaded agenda. — 


Road Safety. 

Commenting strongly on the subject of 
road safety the speaker said: “‘ We as a 
country, cannot afford to accept the pre- 
sent position and we must, at all costs and 
at any cost, find a solution or solutions. 
Much work has been, and is being, done 
by the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, by local authorities (greatly 
assisted by the Ministry of Transport’s 
grants for road safety work), and by in- 
numerable voluntary sections of many or- 
ganisations. These must be gratefully 
acknowledged—but still the carnage goes 
on. I believe there is no single solution to 
the problem—too many factors are in- 
volved—but I do not believe the problem 
to be quite insoluble.’’ In conclusion, Mr. 
Wilkie said, with reference to recent and 
existing restrictions in street-lighting, that 
in his view, these restrictions were not 
justified by known facts and that they 
should be withdrawn immediately. In- 
deed, when he considered the subject 
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matter of his remarks on road safety (the 
importance of which had never under any 
circumstances whatsoever been denied) he 
felt amazed that one of the most important 
factors could be so casually treated. Ap- 
parently saving coal was more important 
than saving human life. He did not sub- 
scribe to this view. There was nothing 
more important than saving human life, 
and quite contrary to imposing restric- 
tions, local authorities should be encour- 
aged to raise existing lighting standards 
and this was the more justified when one 
realised the relatively small amount of coal 
involved even in full pre-war lighting,

STREET LIGHTING AND 


ROAD SAFETY 
ESSENTIAL TO ACCIDENT 
PREVENTION 


Tue view that good street lighting 
materially assists in accident prevention 
and crime reduction was expressed by 


i 3 ae. .. Marchant, M.Sc.Tech., 
M.I.E.E., A.M.I.Mech.E., and Mr. 
Robert Bell, Assoc.M.C.T., M.LE.E., 


A.M.I.Mech.E., in the course of a paper 
on “‘ Street Lighting in Relation to Road 
Safety, Traffic Problems and Crime Pre- 
vention ’’ at the Conference of the Asso- 
ciation of Public Lighting Engineers at 
Southport. 

We take the following extracts from 
the authors’ paper :— 

The prevention of accidents in Great 
Britain is especially important when we 
consider that motor-traffic density in this 
country is probably greater than in any 
other country. 

Good street lighting undoubtedly assists 
considerably in accident prevention; but 
a great deal turns on what is meant by 
‘“‘good.”” It is submitted that merely 
to have effective hghting for the road- 
way is not  sufficient—footpaths, too, 
should be well lighted, so as to leave no 
doubt in the mind of any driver as to 
ac exact width of roadway available to 

im. 

Reasonably even level of visibility is 
essential, At all costs we must seek to 
avoid patchy lighting, which ig generally 
recognised as a fruitful cause of accidents. 

Our present-day heterogeneous collec- 
tion of street-lighting systems springs, of 
course; from the widely varying views on 
what constitutes good or effective light- 
ing and on the multiplicity of controlling 
authorities. Unless and until one com- 
mon standard’ is generally adopted, diffi- 
culties will continue to be encountered ; it 
would be useful as an expedient if it were 
possible to devise some form of gradation 
of light from one system to another which 
is contiguous to it. 


Isolated Areas. 

The lighting of isolated areas, some- 
times referred to as beacon lighting, has 
disadvantages from the motoring angle 
and should be avoided whenever possible. 
Motorists generally subscribe to the view 
that even in built-up areas it is better to 
have no lighting late at night than to 
resort to beacon lighting; they would 
prefer to drive as if in open country. It 
Is appreciated that beacon lighting can 
be of great value to pedestrians, and if 
better lighting cannot be provided, is a 
useful expedient. 

From the safety point of view the 
colour of the light must also receive 
consideration. 

Whilst paying close attertion to traffic 
routes let us not overlook side roads, and 
the standard prescribed in the Final Re- 

rt of the Departmental Committee on 

treet Lighting for ‘‘ Other Roads ”’ 
(Group B) should be borne in mind. 

The system of traffic signs in use in this 
country plays an important part in the 
safety of our roads, and it is essential thaf 
this aid to the driver be not lost at night. 
On the lighting of traffic signs, it is con- 
sidered that the best form of illumination 
is by direct lighting whenever possible. 
The police also consider that there are 
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far too many illuminated advertising 
signs, which of course are not at the 
present time in use; such signs when in 
juxtaposition to traffic signs and traffic- 
control signals give rise to confusion, and 
eonfusion leads to accidents. 

If not properly lighted, traffic round- 
abouts can be very definite danger points ; 
their lighting shouid, of course, generally 
be in accordance with the principles Jaid 
down in the Report of the Departmental 
Committee on Street Lighting. 

To-day there are far too many crimes 
ef violence, criminal assault, etc., and 
there can be no doubt that darkness pro- 
vides excellent cover for such offences. 
No one would be so foolish as to claim 
that good street lighting would be a com- 
plete solution of the crime problem, Lut 
it cannot be gainsaid that it would be a 
material help in its reduction. 


LONDON AIRPORT 


HIGH INTENSITY CONTACT LIGHTING 


FoLLOWING many inquiries and reports, 
the Ministry of Civil Aviation has issued 
the following statement on high intensity 
contact lighting at London Airport :— 

The lights are being sunk into the con- 
erete along both sides of the whole 
9,000 ft. of No. 1 runway (100 deg. /280 
deg.). Their longitudinal spacing is 80 ft., 
lateral spacing 150 ft., i.e., 75 ft. on either 
side of the centre line of the runway, 
which is 300 ft. wide. 

The lights, which have been designed 
and manufactured by the General Electric 
Co., Ltd., are of the so-called flush type; 
they project only 2 in. above ground level 
and thus present no obstacle to aircraft. 

The light is emitted in the form of two 
beams of a peak intensity of about 5,000 
candle-power along the runway in both 
directions. Each fitting holds a single 
lamp having an optical system which will 
give an all-round (360 deg.) light emission 
with a concentration along the direction 
of the runway. 

Previous flush-type lights have been of 
only 100 candle-power, and the light of 
this new installation is therefore very 
much more powerful than any other flush- 
type light used in this country. 

Elevated lights of higher intensity have 
ween used by the Americans. Flush-type 
lights are, however, favoured in the 
United Kingdom because (1) they present 
no obstruction to aircraft, (2) they allow 
eof standardisation of /Jateral spacing of 
runway lights, which greatly assists pilots 
in landing. 

Elevated lights must of necessity be 
placed along the edges of the runways, 
which vary in width in different parts of 
the world, whereas flush-type lights are 
jaid in the concrete of the runway itself 
at a standard distance on either side of 
the centre line irrespective of the all-over 
width of the concrete. 

The high-intensity runway lights at 
London Airport are intended to be used 
in conjunction with. approach lights and 
an instrument landing aid to assist air- 
craft to land in bad visibility and thus 
maintain greater regularity in the opera- 
tion of scheduled services. 

The short particulars of the other two 


types of lighting now being installed at - 


London Airport are :— 

(1) Low-intensity approach lights (red) 
for a distance of 1,500 yards in the shape 
of an attenuated funnel, opening outwards 
at two do and fixed on poles ; 

(2) Eight ‘‘ F’’ type (sodium) lights on 
each side of the runway af the approach 
end 15 ft. from the edge. These are. in- 
tended for use in bad visibility by day 
or mght. 
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BUILDING MATERIAL 


PRODUCERS 


EFFECT OF CRISIS ON INDUSTRY 


Wirx reference to the effect of the eco- 
nomic crisis on the building and allied in- 
dustries, the National Council of Building 
Material Producers, 2, Caxton-street, Lon- 
don, 8.W.1, has issued the following 
statement :— 


This Counzil welcomes the statements 
made by the Government and the F.B.I. 
that the commitments placed on the build- 
ing and allied industries must be greatly 
reduced. It has, indeed, for a year urged 
that an excessive volume of work has been 
authorised, and that the resulting infla- 
tion has retarded the progress of all types 
of essential building. There must be a 
very severe curtailment of authorisations 
of new work, to be governed by the new 
priority categories; much work already 
authorised, but not yet begun, must be 
held back, and some work already begun 
will have to be halted or retarded. On 
the other hand, with the new scale of 
priorities the need for more houses for 
agricultural and colliery workers and some 
classes of new industria] projects will, to 
some extent, offset the work curtailed, but 
the biggest single contribution to the 
achievement of the new export targets for 
industry, outlined by Sir Stafford Cripps 
in his speech last week, can come from the 
acceleration of the completion of existing 
projects already under construction, there- 
by bringing into productive use at the 
earliest possible time plant and buildings 
now in various stages of completion. 

It is therefore hoped that.the pruning 
and redeployment of the national capital 
expenditure commitments will be on a 
scale adequate to remove the inflationary 
load, and will serve to enable the whole 
resources of the building and allied in- 
dustries to be concentrated on the essen- 
tial work already under construction, and 
already far too long delayed owing to the 
effects of the inflated building programme. 


This task will require the undiminished 
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resources of labour and materials of every 
section of the building and allied indus- 
tries; any diminution in the capacity of 
these industries would still further delay 
the completion of the heavy arrears of 
unfinished essential work, would thereby 
augment and not decrease the existing in- 
flation, and would greatly retard the 
achievement of the level of production re- 
quired if the export targets are to be 
reached. 

The building industry will certainly re- 
quire to work at capacity for at least 
twelve months to achieve this task ; it may 
be that when arrears have, been caught up, 
and when the building and allied indus- 
tries have been brought into internal bal- 
ance, the Government will wish to review 
the dimensions of these industries in rela- 
tion to the nation’s longer-term capital 
investment pattern, and the amount of the 
nation’s resources that can be allocated 
for this purpose. 

The Council’s conviction that the 
capacity of these industries must not, at 
present, be diminished is not related to 
this broader issue and does not prejudice 
its later consideration, which they recog- 
nise is a decision for the Government to 
take in relation to the whole national 
economy.

Radiant Heating. By T. Napier Adlam. 
ts Industrial Press, New York). 
ice 358., post free. 

The field of radiant heating, radiant cool- 
ing and snow melting is comprehensively 
covered in this treatise, which is the result 
of the experience of the author extending 
over a period of 30 years. A short intro- 
ductory chapter explains the terms com- 
monly used in heating, while in subsequent 
chapters higher mathematics and complex 
formule have been avoided. Thus the 
volume will prove of interest to the lay- 
man and the student interested in funde- 
mental principles, as well as being a reliable 
guide for the practising engineer. The 
book is well illustrated and contains a use- 
ful index. 


Housing Standards. By Herbert Ashworth, 
LL.B., B.Sc.(Econ.), F.B.S.  Franey 
and Co., Ltd., Graham House, Tudor- 
street, E.C.4. Price 4s. 


This volume is the second of three on 
various aspects of housing, written by Mr. 
Ashworth for the Building Societies Insti- 
tute and follows the first of the series, 
entitled ‘‘ Housing—Demand and Sup- 


ly. 
P The first section of ‘“ Housing 
Standards ©’ deals with construction and 
refers to the effect on building methods 
of the housing shortages existing after the 
first world war, and again to-day. The 
author discusses normal and new types 
of construction, the seven structural re- 
quirements of the Burt Committee on 
House Construction and the enforcement 
of present-day building standards. He 
mentions with appreciation the effort of 
the building industry itself to raise the 
general standards of house construction on 
a voluntary basis under the National 
House Builders’ Registration Scheme. 
Section 11, entitled ‘‘ Design,’ ex- 
pounds the requirements of good design 
in meeting the housing needs of families, 
with all the variations of demand due to 
differences of occupation, age, financial 
position, tastes, outlook, social habits and 
even hobbies. The third section of the 
book deals with ‘‘Town and Country 
Planning,’’ and in it the author leads the 
reader from early conceptions of the need 
for’ planned development to the New 
Towns Act of 1946.

PIECEWORK 


BALLOT HEAVILY IN FAVOUR 

Memeens of the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers have voted 
heavily in favour of piecework and incen- 
tive payments in the building industry. 
Result of a recent ballot on this issue was : 
22,827 in favour, 12,810 against. 

An official of the Amalgamated Union 
stated on Tuesday, September 23, that the 
result of the ballot had only just been 
made known and the figures were being 
sent out to the branches. The decision 
is also being forwarded to the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives, 
who are to pool the votes of similar 
ballots now proceeding in the 17 unions 
affiliated to the Federation. 

It is learned that the A.U.B.T.W. have 
made the following suggestions for the 
operation of an incentive scheme: (a) It 
shall be a two-year experiment. (b) No 
individual sub-contyacting or piecework. 
(c) Ineentive payments to be on a col- 
lective basis and under the direct control 
of the unions and employers, independent 
of any outside authority. (d) Trainees 
should not be brought into the scheme. 


PAINT RESEARCH 


THe Research Association of British 
Paint, Colour and Varnish Manufacturers 
celebrated its 21st anniversary this month. 
As part of the celebrations of the occasion 
a conducted tour of the laboratories and 
an exhibition of the work in progress at 
the Paint Research Station, Waldegrave- 
road ee eeggy om Middlesex, took place 
on Monday, eptember 22. The Research 
Station occupies an extensive site and 
contains a main block in which_ are 
laboratories, workshop, library, offices, 
etc., a stores building, part of the site of 
which is earmarked for future long-term 
development, a new technical laboratory 
and another building which is being con- 
verted into laboratories. The Research 
Station is divided into three main sec- 
tions, the ——— divi$ion, chemical 
division and technical division. In the 
first-named there were shown experi- 
mental methods for studying colour, dura- 
bility and general physical properties of 
coating compositions. The technical 
division contained examples of paint 
application studies, film properties and 
accelerated weathering equipment. 
Among the exhibits in the chemical 
division were investigations on resins, oils 
and pigments; fundamental oil chemistry 
(including the use of the molecular still), 
polymerisation, etc.; pigment surface 
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properties, dispersion, flocculation, etc., 
and also a display of analytical methods. 


Science and Paint Production. 


Opening an extension to the laboratories 
on Tuesday, September 23, Sir Edward 
Appleton, Secretary of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, spoke 
of the need for co-operative effort to 
apply accumulated industrial knowledge 
in the interests of the nation. He was a 
firm believer in objective, fundamental 
research and was convinced it would pay 
big dividends. Paint manufacturers could 
assist the production drive by using the 
limited supplies of raw _ materials, 
especially linseed oil, to the best advan- 
tage. The industry’ could make also a 
striking contribution to the export drive. 
An industrialist jhe had recently met 
attributed a substantial part of his suc- 
cess in raising production in his own 
large works by 40 per cent. to the faet 
that he had repainted his works in suit- 
able colours. There was also the 
psychological effect of a paint finish on a 
customer.

For centuries before the Christian era it is 
known that tin was mined in Cornwall and 
exported to reach eventually the distant 
Phoenician ports of Tyre and Sidon. 

The enterprise of the Phoenicians over a 
period of many generations enabled them to 
develop and maintain a vast and diverse trade, 
which not only took them to many strange and 
distant lands, but brought prosperity to their 
own country.

monopolies, the Phoenicians shrouded their 
voyages in mystery. The trade routes they used, 
with an unrivalled knowledge of the most 
favourable winds and tides, were jealously 
guarded secrets. Thus there arose the legend of 
the Cassiterides, the Tin Islands, possibly a 
shrewd invention devised and perpetuated in 
order to protect their unique enterprise. 
Many writers, both ancient and modern, have 
sought to identify the legendary Tin Islands, but 
no real evidence exists to show that the 
Phoenicians ever reached Cornwall itself. Other 
speculations have named the Scillies, groups of 
islands off either Gaul or the coast of Galicia in 
Spain, with concrete proof singularly lacking in 
all these cases: So it is that even though the 
mystery of the legendary Cassiterides is still 
unsolved, no doubt exists as to the resource, 
skill and initiative displayed by the Phoenicians 
in their profitable international trading venture.
